WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispateth.] The Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce has called Secretary <Al- 
ger’s bluff. It has agreed to pay the 
advertising bids for San Pedro Harbor. 
Secretary Alger said he could not be- 
gin work at San Pedro, because there 
was no money availavle. The Chamber 
of..Commerce, taking him at his word, 


spirit of enterprise offered to pay the 
newspapers for advertising the San 
‘Pedro work. But their offer was re- 
jected with scorn. 

“T have no authority to accept the 
money from private parties for adver- 
tising this work,”’ said Secretary Alger 
tonight, in speaking of the telegram 
received today from the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. “I might go 
down in my own pocket to get money 
to advertise for bids,’’ continued the 
Secretary, “but I am not authorized to 
do so. Congress has made no provi- 
sion for the payment of advertisers. 
How can I proceed when there is noth- 
ing to proceed with? How can a me- 
chanic work without tools? There is 
no one more anxious than myself that 
the work should begin at San Pedro. 
But my hands are tied. I’m abso- 
lutely helpless. When Congress makes 
provision for the payment of the con-. 
tractor and when the money is-appro- 
priated for advertising the bids, then 
I shall proceed to carry out the law.” 

Secretary Alger’s refusal to accept the 
Chamber of Commerce’s offer was a 
surprise, indeed. He has always pro- 
fessed a desire to hurry matters along, 
and his decision today seems too in- 
consistent with his formerly-expressed 
desire to push things rapidly as soon 
as possible. Several newspapers. in 
‘California have also wired Alger their 
willingness to pay for advertising the 
San Pedro bids, but their offers have 
been disregarded. While he does not 
say so outright, Secretary Alger thinks 
it presumption on the part of indi- 
viduals to pay for government Work.. 

Secretary Alger does not appear at all 
anxious to talk about anything per- 
taining to San Pedro Harbor. I see 
him almost daily, and when the har- 
bor is mentioned he quickly shifts the 
conversation to some other subject.

His 
refusal to accept the offer today means 
that nothing can be done toward be- 
ginning the work on the harbor until 
Congress meets and vy sh2er force 
compels him to proceed.

the amount named at the disposal of 
the Secretary of War, and this may 
bring a renewal of the bitterness which 
marked the previous debate.

As out- 
lined by the agent, the New York firm 
intends to establish a general mer- 
chandise store in this city, where the 
holders of coupons can exchange these 
stamps for a certain article at_ their 


} stamps.are sold by the New York, firm 
to the local merchants at the rate of 
6 per cent. of the latter's gross re- 
ceipts; and every purchaser of $1 of 
goods at the local store receives ten 
stamps. When a consumer has pur- 
chased $100 of goods and is in posses- 
sion of $10 of stamps, for which the lo- 
cal merchant has paid $6 to the New 
York firm, the consumer can select at 
the general-merchandise store an ar- 
ticle in exchange of the $10 of stamps. 

After listening to the agent’s expla- 
nations of the workings of the scheme 
the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: - 

“Resolved, by the board of directors 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association of Los Angeles that the so- 
called ‘trading-stamp echeme’ that is 
now sought to be introduced in this 
city, is hereby denounced as improper 
and illegitimate business methods, and 
detrimental to the best interests. of the 
business community, and that the mer- 
chants of this city are hereby urged 
not to entertain the proposition.” ‘

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The offi- 
cial programme for the receptions of 
1898 at the White House by President 
and Mrs. McKinley has been issued. It 
is as follows: January 1, Saturday, 
President’s public reception, 11 a.m. to 
1:30 p.m.; January 5, Wednesday, diplo- 
matic, judicial and congressional re- 
ception, 9 to 11 p.m.; January 7, Friday, 
Cabinet dinner, 8 p.m.; January 12, 
Wednesday, diplomatic dinner, 8 p.m.; 
January 19, Wednesday, judicial and 
congressional reception, 9 to 11 p.m.; 
January 22, Wednesday, Supreme Court 
dinner, 8 p.m.; February 2, Wednes- 
day, army and navy reception, 9 to 11 
p.m.; February 9, Wednesday, congres- 
sional, diplomatic and judicial recep- 
tion, 9 to 11 p.m.; February 16, Wednes- 
day, public reception, 9 to 11 p.m. 

Invitations will not include all the 
receptions, but during the season all 
persons in official life will be invited. 
The official programme says: ‘All of 
these events, excepting the ‘New Year’s 
reception and the public receptions,’ 
will be by card invitations. Only those 
invited will be present, but all who are 
entitled will be given an opportunity 
to be present at least once during the 
session. The avoidance of excessive 
and dangerous crowding will add to 
the attractiveness of all the recep- 
tions.”’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—One of the 


most important features of the Bering | 


Sea negotiations not heretofore dis- 
closed is that in theeevent that Great 
Britain and Canada consent to a sus- 
pension of pelagic sealing for one year, 
the United States at the same time 
will agree to a suspension of all killing 
of seals for One year on the Pribyloff 
Islands, constituting the. American seal 
possessions in Bering Sea. As the isl- 
ands are a part of United States ter- 
ritory, no question has ever arisen as 
to the right of the United States to do 
as it chooses to the seals while on land 
and within three miles of the shore; 
the three miles being a part of:the isi- 
ands, according to international law. 

During the recent negotiations the 
Canadians took the ground that if any 
suspension was to Occur, it would be 
inequitable to ask them to suspend 
sealing in the outer waters, while at 
the same time the United States per- 
sisted in sealing in the inner’ waters 
and on land. The contention of the 
United States was primarily for the 
suspension of pelagic sealing, but un- 
der the exigenoy of the case it was felt 
that if a suspension of pelagic sealing 
could be secured it would be reasona- 
ble to concede a similar suspension 
within our own territory. The propo- 
sition follows the recommendation of 
the Paris court of arbitration, which 
suggested a temporary suspension ‘of 
sealing on land and seas. 

This brings up the question of the 
lease of the North American Commer- 
efal fompany: which gives it the ex- 
clusive right to the seals on the Priby- 
loff Islands. The lease was made in 


this lease, the company has taken 
about six thousand seals annually on 
the islands. The lease stipulated that 
not more than sixty thousand should 
be taken in 1891, and also provided that 
no more seals should be killed annually 
than was authorized by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. As the catch has 
been short of the expected sixty thou- 
sand, a question has arisen as to the 
obligation of the company to have its 
rental reduced pro rata. Atty.-Gen. 
Miller gave an opinion in favor of the 
reduction. Secretary Olney, when At- 
torney-General, gave an opinion

Cubans ‘Hope to Cheer 
Their Friends, 


Outposts of Havana Attacked by

Meantime Blanco is Trying to 
Secure Peace. 


Horrors of Starvation in the Gem of 
the Antilles—Gen. Pando Takes 
Charge of the Campaign Against 
the Rehels—Cabinet Dissensions, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Nov. 22.—{By Central 
American Cable.] If current reports 
armong the friends of the insurgents 
are to be believed, the revolutionary 
leaders hope to strike a decisive hlow 
‘at Spain before Congress meets, as 
an encouragement to their friends in 
the United States, who are urging a 
revognition upon the part of the United 
States government of the belligerency 
of the insurgents of Cuba. 

Dr. José Congosta, formerly Spanish 
Consul at Philadelphia and now secre- 
tary-general of Cuba, is continuing to 
lose ground in public favor as a ree 
suit of some extraordinary statements 
which he has made to the Spaniards 
here. Senator Santos Guzman cone 
siders himself and his family much 
insulted by certain remarks of Dr. 
Congosta. Congosta is also alleged 
to be displaying considerable ignorance 
of adrrinistrative affairs, and to have 
in consequence failed» to fulfill many 
of the duties of his office. Finally, the 
utterances of Dr. Congosta, if - core 
rectly reported, are likely soon to be 
sharply resented at Madrid. He is ale 
leged to have remarked that Spain 
had until now followed a policy of 
spoliation in Cuba, and that the in- 
surgents were justified in acting as 
they have done. 

While this may be perfectly true, 
such a remark from a _ prominent 
Spanish official is not likely to pass 
Without notice at the Spanish capital, 
especially as it is added that the em- 
ployés of the Secretary-General’s office 
protested against the remark. ang 
have taken further action in the mate 
ter. 

Regarding political utterances. @ 
statement made by Marshal Blanco 
shortly after his arrival here is being 
much commented upon. It seems that 
when the superior of a religious or- 
der residing at Guanabacca, near this 
city, called upon the new captain-gen- 
eral in order to welcome him to Cuba, 
Marshal Blanco, during the course of 
the conversation which followed, said: 


“Only divine Providence is able to 
save Cuba.” Whereupon the distin- 
guished priest retorted: “If we must 


confide only in divine Providence and 
have no other means to conquer the 
insurgents, then we are lost.” 

The sympathisers with the insurg- 
ents have been making capital out of 
this incident, claiming that the cap- 
tain-general has no faith in the success 
of his mission. Further proof of this 
state of mind upog the part of Mar- 
shal Blanco appears to be furnished in 
a statement which is attributed to 
him when he replied to the welcome 
of the Merchants’ Association. 

Upon that occasion the captain-gen- 
eral is said to have asserted that Spain 
could keep up the fighting until after 
April next, and if by that time the 
Spaniards were unable to restore peace 
at any price, he (Marshal Blanco) 
would return to Spain. Incidentally 
this sentiment is credited to several 
other generals who have arrived here 
recently from Spain. 

The answer of the insurgents to 
Marshal Blanco’s decree favoring the 
resumption of grinding sugar cane 
has been the burning of immense cane 
fields in the Augur district of this 
province, in the neighborhood of San 
Felipe. A day or so ago the sky in 
that direction was red with the reflece 
tion of the flames. 


CITIES OF THE DEAD. 


Pen Pictures of the Horrible 
ditions in Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PIKESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Novy. 22.—A dispatch te 
the World from Matanzas, Cuba, says; 

“The half of the story of suffering in 
Cuba has not been told. In Havang 
and its suburbs the streets are dotted 
with beggars; the hospitals are overe- 
flowing with starving innocents, ang 
the barracks are filled with destitute 
and dying. But from Havana to this 
place there is a succession of small 
cities almost free from sickness and 
hunger. Nobody is left there. The 
swarming population is gone. They are 
cities of the dead. Protecting forts 
overlook empty houses. Pallid, ragged 
Spanish soldiers guard a few—very few 
+human skeletons. Very soon they 
will have only themselves to protect, 
They need it. It is almost a question 
of whether Weyler has not been as 
awful for them as he has for the peacee 
ful Cubans. 

“The towns of Campo Florida, San 
Miguel, Minas, Jarugo, Bainoa, Mocha 
and Buena Vista were trebled and 
quadrupled in population by Weyler’s 
concentration of the surrounding coun- 
try people under the rifles of their ree 
spective sets of little forts. 

“The loyal, obedient farmers took 
their furniture and their babes in ox 
carts; their cows and pigs, wives ang 
children on foot, and built long streets 
of palm-pillared, raftered, thatched 
and sided houses. Today nothing re- 
mains but the wood. The animals have 
been eaten, all articles of value have 
been changed into bread, and the peo- 
ple, everything having been used up, 
are 
“Our train stopped at each place 
mentioned. We counted only twenty- 
five women and children and three men 
in the. palm-house lanes. There are two 
trains a day. They are the great 
events of each miserable twenty-four 
hours, and we counted twenty-eight 
spectators. There should have been . 
ible 5000. There were at least 15,000 to 
20,000 reconcentrados in those palm- 
bark villages when Weyler’s victims 
first began to die, and we eounted 
twenty-eight survivors.

facts, afe everywhere. They force 
themselves upon the sight, the smell, 
the hearing and the reason. é 

“Matanzas, a city of 60,000 inhabi- 
tants, hs given its reconeentrados 
much betterchanees fordying gradually 
than has any of the silent villages first 
mentioned. Much meat has come here 
from Florida. The people are rich, the 
sites for the palm-bark villages of the 
hunery are elevated and healthy: the 
water is good, some organized charit- 
able efforts have béen made by the citi- 
gens; the city government has filled in 
swamps and made boulevards to give 
work to the destitute. The little ham- 
lets mentioned have had none of these 
ameliorations. 

“Yet in Matanzas out of 13,000 coun- 
trymen, women and children, there are 
today not more than 3000 left, and these 
are barely alive. The streets are full 
of tottering ones, the café doors frame 
squads of begging women and children; 
the public square has a living skeleton 
for each of its beautiful shrubs and 
trees: the dead carts go to the ceme- 
tery loaded with bodies three deep. 

“The civil register of the city only 
hints at the awful loss ef—life._It_is 
official. and Woes not record the many 
quiet burials inthe fields to avoid the 
danger of waiting days to secure the 
permi¢€ nétessary for a poor man & body 
to be allowed its six feet of conse- 
crated cround. It shows 2349 deaths of’ 
reconcentrados, or about one-third 
the actual sad-figure. 

“The present death rate_ ‘of forty 
starving ones daily, had it béen con- 
stant since the beginning of Weyler’s 


‘eagime,- would have wiped out the en- } 


tire 10,000 before now. The total, daily 
death .rate varies from sixty-five to 
seventy. On November 6, 123 died. 
Physicians claim the daily average 
should he eighty. 
“At this rate, in little more than a 
year, Matanzas will be a graveyard, 
and in less than three months there 
will be no more: eoncentrados. Al- 
though the cofdition may change for 
the citizens of Matanzas, there is little 
hope for its enforced visitors. Gen.

YOUNG QUESADA’S STORY. 
[ASSUCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—This ts the 


story which young Quesada told to- 
night concerning his rélease: . 


' “While a member of the army corps 


knowledge of which, I think, I owe 
the saving of my life. 
“Last March I wandered about a 


in search of some herbs of which I 
desired to make medicine, when a de- 
tachment of Spanish infantry captured 
me. The noise made by my struggle 
aroused my twelve companions, and 
they rushed to my assistance. During 
the fight that followed my friends 
were beaten,» and one of them was 
killed. After the confiict was over I 
was bound and thrown on the ground 
and beaten unmercifully. I was told 
| that if I would confess «here my com- 
rades had their dynamite stored they 
would stop beating me. This I de- 
clined to do, and, seeing that they 
could not force a confession from me, 
they sent me to Artemisa prison, where 
I] was tried and sentenced to be shot, 
“Two prominent Spanish generals, 
one of them a brigadier-general, whose 
name I do not care to mention, and 
Gen. Arolas, principally concerned 
themselves in my release. They feared 
me, because they knew I had disclo- 
sures to make which would ruin them. 
“They were in constant communica- 
tion with the insurgent generals, hav- 
ing written letters to them which I 
saw while in the Pinar del Rio district, 
in Which they stated that they wanted 
to make arrangements by which Span- 
ish soldiers would not be attacked in 
the districts controlled by them. In re- 
turn the insurgents were to have free 


,access to the trocha, and be permitted 


to pass at wiH.. This proposition was 
accepted, and in this way we were 
able to Keep in constant communication 


1 With Gomez, Maceo and Garcia. 


“We have about 5000 men under com- 
mand of Gen. Nunez, while the Span-- 
iards had between 40,000 and 50,000, yet 
we were well able to cope with them.” 

Capt. Laborde, speaking of the prison, 
Says: 

“The stories of cruelty in Spanish 
prisons are wholly unfounded. I have 
been there long enough to know. The 
jailers were as kind as could be ex- 
pected, and Matteo Fernandez, the 
warden of Cabanas, was especially kind 
and considerate—so much so that we 
called him ‘Father... Why, we knew 
more about what was going on than 
you did. How did we learn? Well, I'll 
can’t tell that, as it might hurt @.ose 
I have left behind. 

“Yes, American gold went a great 
way. I got a little money from time 
to time, and the guards, who did not 
receive any pay while I was there, were 
always. grateful for anything I gave 
them, and amply paid for what they 
got.” 

Two members of the Competitor 
crew, Dr. E. Bordia and Delgado’ Masso, 
both Spaniards, are still in prison in 
Cuba. Their release has, it is said, 
been promised. 


GEN, PANDO IN CHARGE. 


He is Instructed to Treat With the 
Rebels fgr Peace. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
HAVANA, Nov. 22 (via Key West, 
Fla., Nov. 22.)—Gen. Pando started 
from: this city by train last Saturday, 
according to the official announcement, 
to take charge of the campaign against 
the insurgents. He was accompanied 
by his full staff and was escorted bya 
company of artillery. But it is stated 
On good authority that Gen. Pando 
has been commissioned by Gen. Blanco, 
the captain-general, to enter into com- 
munication with the insurgent leaders 
with the view of arranging for peace. 
This statement is based on accurate 
knowledge of all the facts. Gen. Pando 
did not leave this city until he had 
taken steps calculated to further the 
object which Marshal Blanco has in 
view. Gén. Pando, after a consulta- 
tion with the captain-general, first se- 
cured the release from confinement of 
Damien Caballero, who has been tm- 
prisoned on.the Isle of Pines for some 
time past, for acting as a spy for the 
insurgents, it. is alleged, and bringing 
about a disaster upon the Spanish 
troops at Cacao, province of Santiago 

de Cuba. 

Gen. Pando furnished Caballero, who 
is the godfather of Rabi, looked upon 
as being the backbone of the insurrec- 
tion movement in the province of San- 
tiago de Cuba, with a_ considerable 
sum of money and caused him to be 
landed at Manzanillo, province of San- 
tiago de Cuba, where a good horse was 
placed at his disposal. Gen. Pando’s 
peace emissary was also furnished of- 


act in behalf of the Spanish com- 
mander, and from Manzanillo Cabal- 
lero made his way secretly to the 
Jiguani hills, where Gen. Rabi has his 
headquarters. 

Gen. Pando instructed Caballe> to 
offer Gen. Rabi a high rank in the 
Spanish army and a large sum of 
money to be distributed among. the 
other insurgent leaders of that part of 
Cuba, and, in addition, a large amount 
of money for himself, in the event of 
his succeeding in arranging terms of 
peace. Besides this, Caballero was in- 
strueted to inform the insurgent lead- 
ers that the Spanish authorities un- 
dertook honestly to establish the new 
autonomist régime if the leaders of 
the insurgents would accept the. prop- 
ositions made them. 

Although Caballero has not returned 
from Santiago de Cuba, confidential ad- 
vices which have reached the Spanish 
officials seem to indicate that he has so 
far been unsuccessful. It is understood 
Gen. Rabi has replied that he believes 
a successful ending of the war in fa- 
vor of. the insurgents is approaching; 
that the Cubans,.with the aid of the 
United States, will gain their indepen- 
dence, and that, therefore, he prefers 
to continue. fighting the Spaniards un- 
til the final victory is won. 

Caballero also negotiated with Gen. 
DuVallon, the French leader of the in- 
surgents. There seems tO be no inti- 
mation as to the results of these nego- 
tiations with DuVallon, although it 
may be judged from the attitude as- 
sumed by Gen. Rabi that the peace ne- 
gotiations are likely to fall flat in San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

Gen. Pando, in the mean time, while 
acting after consultation with Marshal 
Bianco, has put other irons in the fire, 
in the hope of prevailing upon the in- 
surgents to come te terms. He has 
been, and still is, in negotiation with 
three leaders of the Cuban revolution, 
and has been endeavoring to induce 
them to go to different insurgent 
camps, there to use their influence to 
bring about peace, on the promise of 
Cuba being accorded a really autono- 
mous form of government.

ereignty of Spain over Cuba and have 
no desire to assist the Spanish in their 
efforts to bring about a peaceful set- 
tlement of the troubles. '

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—Capt. Leonard A. Lov- 
ering of the Fourth Infantry, stationed at 
Fort Sheridan, appeared before a court-mar- 
tial at that post today to stand tria! on the 
charge of ‘‘conduct prejudicial to good order 
and military discipline.’’ The specific charge 
is causing Private Hammond to be dragged 
over the ground by the heels from the 
guardhouse to the office of the regimental 
adjutant, after Hammond had refused to 
walk.

FOOTBALL PLAYING. 


Should not Be Prohibited Without 
Sufficient Cause, Says Eliot. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

' BOSTON, Nov. 22.—President Eliot 
of Harvard makes the roilowing state- 
ment over his signature: ; 

“The grounds on which arguments 
are based for the legar prohibition of 
intercollegiate football do not seem 
sufficient in my mind to warrant favor. 
I understand that a bill has been 
passed in the Georgia Legislature 
making the playing of football a 
crime, simply on- the ground that se- 
rious and sometimes fatal accidents 
are liable to occur in hara-fought con- 
tests. The direct cause for the pas- 
sage of the bill was, I believe, the 
death of a football player who was 
injured in the game between Georgia 
University and the University of Vir- 
gina. 

“But. if we stop to consider other 
sports, we find that there are every 
year serious accidents in baseball, box- 
ing,. fencing and other gymnasium 
games. Rowing and sailing are en- 
joyable pastimes, yet one reads of 
many drownings every year. This does 
not seem to lessen the interest in row- 
ing or sailing. | 

“Everybody cannot play football. It 
is only the strong and well-built men 
who can expect to play the game with 
any. degree of suecess, Therefore, I 
‘do not favor football for everybody. 
/1t is, of course, a valuable exercise to 
those who, as I say, are able to play it. 

“So I think football should not be 
prohibited without just cause. I have 
never heard of any city or State ordi- 
nance prohibiting the playing of the 
game before the bill in Georgia was 
passed. And I repeat, the grounds on 
which the passage of that bill was ef- 
fected are not sufficient to attract my 
favor.”

Practically Exonerated. 
The New .Cuban Tariff. 
[ASSOUIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] | 

MADRID, Nov. 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The new Cuban tariff is the sub- 
ject of considerable heated discussion 
The Cuban reformists have pub- 
lished a manifesto, claiming for the 
Cubans the right to establish their own 
tariff on the ground that the tobacco 
monopoly prevents commercial reci- 
-procity between Spain and Cuba. 

The protectionists reply that the gov- 
ernment must not renounce the right 
to intervene in. Cuban tariff matters, 
pointing out that the Spanish _ pro- 
ducers have to pay a majority of the 
Cuban debts, while they obtain no ad- 
vantage in return. 

Opinion on the subject is generally 


divided. While the Catalan towns pro- 


test against the tariff autonomy being 
granted to Cuba, other corporations, 
such as the corporation of Huelva, 
warmly congratulate the’ government 
upon:‘its efforts to bring about peace 
and end the sacrifices of the nation. 
A Catalan delegation had an hour’s 
conference with the Minister of the Col- 
onies, Sefior Morel, today, in which they 
protested against the Cuban tariff be- 
ing made autonomous. The Minister 
replied -that he had fully “considered 
the general interests of the colonies, 
and was convinced that. this. policy 
alone would lead to a peaceful solu- 
tion. He explained that in dealing 
with the colonies, national, and not 
merely certain industrial, interests 
must be considered, and, continuing, 
Sefior Morel announced his intention to 
maintain his opinion before the Cabi- 


‘net, and if his ‘colleagues disagreed 


with him he was prepared to resign. 
Later the Catalan delegates tele- 
graphed to their friends in Barcelona 
to abstain from taking part in the 
demonstration ih honor of Gen. Wey- 


er, 

The Cabinet, which met at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, came to an end at 5:30. 
According to an official communica- 
tion it appears that Gen. Correa, Min-

DR. JULIUS A SKILTON. 


Death of a Distinguished War Sur- 
gweon and Corfespondent, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—Dr. Julius A. Skifl- 
ton is dead at his home in Brooklyn, aged 64 
years. He performed distinguished service as 
a surgeon during the war, and later, as a war 
correspondent and as Consul-General in Mex- 
ico. Dr. Skilton, in 1865, was sent by the 
New York Herald to Vera Cruz, where the 
French army was besieged by the Mexicans. 
After the war he was: made medical officer 
of the escort which took Gen. Juarez and his 
family to Mexico, and _ restored him to 
power. He acted as a newspaper correspond- 
ent until Gen. Grant’s election as President, 
when he swas appointed Consul-General in 
the City ‘of Mexico, acting, also in. special 
matters for England, France and Austria. 

It was Dr. Skilton who exhumed the body 
of the unfortunate Emperor Maximilian and 
sent it to Austria, at the request of the ruler 
of that country, and it was he who obtained 
the release of: Maximilian’s former Prime 
Minister, receiving as a token of gratitude 
the custody of the personal effects of the 
dead Emperor.

It has been rumored that 
the Pacific Coast Company would be 
interested in a transpcertation scheme 
across White Pass, but it now seems 
that the Chilcoot has been chosen in- 
stead. 

The tramway being built across Chil- 
coot Pass by the Chilcoot Railway and 
‘Transvortation Company will probably 
be operated in connection with the 
Washington and Alaska Steamship 
Company, the stockholders in the two

Judge Bahrs Grants Durrant a Bill 
of Exceptions.

He an- 
nounced his intention of signing the 
bill, and did so, thus perfecting the 
appeal to the Supreme Court against

Court Endeavors to Stop Leakage 
Grand Jury Secrets.

SAN JOSE, Nov. 22.—The scene in 
Superior Judge Lorigan’s courtroom 
this morning was highly sensational 
from the moment court opened, and 
the matter bids fair to be even more 
exciting before the end is reached.

ficulties. I think I am thoroughly pre- 
pared now to go into court and argue 
the matter. 

“You know, I presume, that in or- 
der to have a law declaged unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court, it is nec- 
essary to show the court that it is 
plainiv in violation of the constitution. 
In this case, for instance, it does not 
devolve on us to show that it is con- 
stitutional, but on them to show that 
it clearly is not. I don’t think that 
they can show it to be in conflict with 
the constitution.” 


FIRE IN HER BUNKERS. 
Hard Fight for the Crew of the 
Battleship Oregon. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—The Call 
says the coal bunkers in the United 
States battleship Oregon caught fire 
Sunday evening from spontaneous com- 
bustion; and for over eight hours the 
crew worked with a vengeance to 
smother what looked like a costly 
blaze. There were 250 tons of coal in: 
the vessel, and prompt action alone 
saved the ship and fuel. 

The fire is supposed to have started 
from water leaking into the coal 
bunkers. This would eventually cause 
a terri®c heat m accumulating gases. 
Luckily the fire was discovered before 
it had gained much headway. 

An alarm was immediately given 
and orders were issued to remove the 
coal from the vessel to the wharf. 
Steam pipes were attached and con- 
nected with the lower part of the ves- 
sel in an attempt to smother what fire 
might have been in other parts of the 
ship. The men went to work with a 
will, but the task was larger than had 
at first been supposed. The work was 
done with difficulty, as the smoke hin- 
dered the men in their attemps_ to 
quickly put it out. During the whole 
night, after the fire had been discov- 
ered. the entire crew labored in remov- 
ing the smoking and blazine coal, and 
it was not until daybreak that the men 
were allowed to leave their work. 

The warship will be drydocked within 
a few days and properly righted, after 
which she will be coaled and her am- 
munition placed on board. She will 
then be ready for action. 


DESPERADO CONFESSES. 
Raymond Accuses Willis of Plan- 
ning the Baden Hotel Robbery. 
{ASSOCIATED I’RESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—Ray- 
mond, alias Moore, one of the desper- 
ate robbers who shot two men in the 
Grand Hotel at Baden at an early hour 
Wednesday morning, has made a con- 
fession. He accuses George Willis, 
alias Willett, a well-known criminal, 
of having planned the robbery. 

Both men are ex-convicts. Willis or 
Willett was convicted of robbery in 
the southern part of the State in 1885 
and sent to Folsom for ten years. While 
in the penitentiary he met Raymond, 
who was also undergoing a sentence 
for robbery committed in this city. In 
his confession Raymond says that they 
were “hard up’’ and determined to rob 
the Baden Hotei. They entered the 
house Jate at night and tried to induce 
the proprietor to come down stairs, 
but he would not, and upon his refusal 
Willis wanted to shoot him. but An- 
drews and Connolly appeared, and a 
scuffle for the possession of Willis’s 
weapon ensued, in which the lodgers 
were wounded, Andrews dying two 
days later. Raymond asserts positively 
that did the shooting. Willis 
has not ‘been captured. 


MOTION FOR RETRIAL, 


Oakland Wants Her Water Front 
Case Heard a Second Time. 
fASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

OAKLAND, Nov. 22.—The prelimi- 
nary steps for a second trial in the Ala- 


meda county Superior Court of the. 


Oakland water-front case were made 
today. William R. Davis, representing 
the city, went before Judge Ogden and 
moved that the case be set for retrial. 
The water-front company was repre- 
sented by Attorney J. C. Martin. The 
court continued the matter until to- 
morrow, but it was suggested that the 
trial would probably be commenced 
about January 1 next. 

“No matter how much expedition 
may be used,” said Attorney J. C. Mar- 
tin, “I do not see much reason to look 
for a final decision in this case for a 
couple of years.

SIT ON THORN. 


SEVEN JURORS SECURED AT LONG 
ISLAND CITY. 


Witness Found Who Will Testify 
Against Mrs. Nack — Defendant 
and the Latter Accusing Each 
Other—Judge Maddox Presides. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, November 22.—Martin 
Thorn, jointly indicted with Mrs. Au- 
gusta Nack for the murder of William 
Guldensuppe, was again placed on trial 
today in the Criminal Court of Queens 
county in Long Island City. The main 
floor and galleries of the courtroom 
were crowded with lawyers, talesmen, 
reporters and newspaper artists. Dep- 
uty sheriffs were stationed at all the 
entrances, and no person was allowed 
to enter without a pass. 

About one hundred and fifty. tales- 
men, especially drawn for the trial, 
were in attendance. Many of them 
were farmers from the remote parts of 
Long Island, and from their conversa- 
tion. it was evident that they had not 
read or heard much about the Gulden- 
suppe murder. This is regarded as fa- 
vorable for getting a jury within a 
reasonable time. The witnesses were 
not allowed to sit in the courtroom. 

One of the witnesses is Mrs. Ida 
Zeigler of New York. Since Mrs. Nack 
eenfessed that Thorn committed the 
murder, Counsellor Howe has been di- 
recting his efforts to trying to fasten 
the actual killing on Mrs. Nack, and 
to this end he has called Mrs. Zeigler 
as a witness. She will testify that as 
early as March last Mrs. Nack tried 
to hire her cottage at West Farms, 
telling her that Guldensuppe was to 
live with her in the cottage. Howe will 
endeavor to show by this witness that 
Mrs. Nack was planning to murder 
Guldensuppe at that time. 

Thorn and Mrs. Nack will each swear 
that the other killed Guldensuppe, and 
it will be for the jury to decide which 
is to be believed. 

Judge Smith, as soon as he arrived at 
the Courthouse, sent for Dist.-Atty. 
Youngs and told him that he was suf- 
fering from chills and ague, and that 
rather than risk the possibility of a 
second mis-trial he deemed it betterto 
telephone for either Justice Maddox or 
Gaynor to try the case. Judge Smith 
finally opened court, and announced 


that owing to illmess he would not be 


able to preside, but that Judge Mad- 
dox would sit in his stead, after which 
adjournment was taken until 11 o'clock.

Thirty-two thousand and eighty- 
seven patents. were issued for agricul- 
tural lands disposed or, a decrease of 
2163; 32 coal patents, a decrease of 29; 
1085 mineral and mill-site patents, a 
decrease of 391. The following table 
will show the acreage embraced in 
patents of various classes issued dur- 
ing the fiscal year and the amount of 
increase or decrease, as compared with 
the previous fiscal year:

There were pending at the close of 
the year railroad selections embracing 
11,436,809.58 acres, a decrease of 2,758,- 
567. 40 acres; wagon road, 299,164.15 
acres, an increase of 78, 724. 31 acres; 
total railroad and wagon road, 11,735,- 
973.73 acres. 

Seven hundred and thirty-eight cases 
were referred to special agents for in- 
vestigation and hearings: ordered in 
102 cases; 1110 cases were held for can- 
cellation, 1303 canceled, and 366 exam- 
ined and passed. Final action was 
taken in 1907 cases. There were pend- 
ing at the close of the year 1531 cases. 

Ninety-six applications were ‘re- 
ceived during the year for permits to 
cut public timber under |. the act of 
March 3, 1891, including seventeen ap- 
lications for renewal of privilege, an 
increase of ten applications over the 
preceding year. During the year thir- 
ty-five permits were issued and forty- 
four applications rejected. Three hun- 
dred and seventy cases of depredations 
upon public timber, involving public 
timber and the products therefrom to 
the value of $635,064.78, recoverable to 
the government, were reported. 

The amount involved in propositions 
of settlement accepted and compro- 
mises effected under section 3469, Re- 
vised Statutes, and sales of timber and 
lumber, is $37,990.81, and the amount 
involved in fines imposed and judg- 
ments rendered is $73,548.98. There were 
pending in the courts 145 civi! suits for 
the recovery of a total améunt of $3,- 
129,213.21 for the value of timber al- 
leged te have been unlawfully cut from 
public lands, and 305 criminal prosecu- 
tions for the act of cutting or remov- 
ing timber in violation of law. The lack 
of a sufficient force of special agents to 
properly investigate the large number 
of timber trespasses cOmmitted each 


| year upon the public lands, and to pre- 


vent, as far as possible, such depreda- 
tions, continues to be a source of re- 
gret to the department. 

Secretary Bliss devotes some atten- 
tion to ceded lands and land claims, 
and outlines some defects in the exist- 
ing laws which should be remedied. 

The following military reservations 
are under contract for survey: Fort 
McPherson, Neb., 10,240 acres: Fort 
Stephenson, N.D., 48,000 acres; Fort 
Klamath, Or., 2135.68 acres, and Fort 
Sully, S. D., 28,800 acres. The appro- 
priation of $6000 made by the last Con- 
gress for the survey, , appraisal, and 
sale of abandoned military reservations 
and for the payment of the salary of 
the custodian of Casa Grande Ruin, 
Ariz., is about exhausted, and it ig 
probable that the general appraiser, 
who is now at work at Fort Randall, 
S. D., will be compelled to suspend op- 
erations by the end. of the present 
month for the want of funds. 


PENSIONS. 


The report of the Commissioner am 
Pensions shows that on the -30th of 
June, 1897, there were on the pensi 
roll. 976,014 names, an increase of 53 
over the number on the rolls on the 20th 
day of June, 1896. Of these, there were 
sixteen widows and daughters of revo- 
lutionary soldiers; seven survivors of 
the war of 1812; 281 widows of soldiers 
of that war; 18,994 survivors and 
widows Of the Mexican war; 6661 sur- 
vivors and widows of Indian wars; 663 
army nurses, and 438,064 survivors and 
widows and children of deceased _ sol- 
diers and sailors of the war of the re- 
bellion. The latter number represents 
those pensioned on account of disabili- 
ties or death resulting from army and 
navy service. The number of persons 
remaining on the rolls June 30, 1897, 
who were pensioned under the act of 
June 27, 1890, which allows pensions on 
account of death and disability not 
chargeable to the service, was 508,799. 

The number added tothe rolls duging 
the year was 54,072, the number 
dropped from various causes was 41,- 
122, and the number of claims of va- 


| rious classes disallowed was 76,234. The 


amount disbursed for pensions during 
the year was $139,799,242.12, exceeding 
the amount disbursed during the fiscal 


year 1896 by the sum of $1,584,480.18. 


. INDIANS. 

Remunerative work has been pro- 
vided by the department for the In- 
dians wherever it has been practicable 
s0 to do. During the year 1464 were 
employed in the Indian service proper, 
to whom. were paid salaries aggre it- 
ing $272,285, and 93 were appointed to 
places in the Indian school service, to 
whom were paid in the aggregaie $187,- 
046 for salaries. The appropriations 
for the Indiah service for ‘the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1898, aggregate 
$7,431,620.89, an increase of. $242,124.10 
over the previous appropriation. ‘The 
work of the commission to the five 
civilized tribes, and the ratification of 
treaties with the Choctawsa and Chick- 
asaws is noted. The commission does 
not speak hopefully of the prospects 
of an agreement with the Creeks and 
Chickasaws, The status of all Indian 
lands is also set forth in the report. 

PATENTS. 

Of Patent Office work the renort 
quotes the commissioner's figures 
showing that for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1897, there were received 43,521 
applications for pateate 208% applice- 
tions for designs, 80 apolications for re- 
issues, 2137 caveats, 1961 applications 
for trade-marks, and applicaisons 
for labels and prints. There were </.- 
994 patents granted, inclu ling reissves 
and designs; 1790 trade-marks, 3 labels 
and $2 prints registvred. The nuniber 
of patents which expired was 12,584. 
The number of allowed applicatiens 
which were by woneration of law for: 
feited for non-payment of nal fees 
was 5034. The total receipts were £t.- 
343,779.44; the expend'turss, apnroxi- 
mately, were $1,926,544.:9, leavine a sur- 
plus of $317,135.05. The moneys covered 
into the treasury of the United S-ates 
on account of receipts from frees, ete., 
in patent cases, from July 4, 1836, un to 
and including the 20th day of Juns, (£97, 
and in excess of the cost of the man- 
agement of the Pateat Office, amounted 
to $5,093,614.23. 

RAILROADS. 

The report of the Commissioner of 
Railroads sets forth the onerations of 
the last fiscal year and the present 
condition of the several railroads which 
have received subsidies in bonds and 
in grants of land from the United 
States. The commissioner remarks on 
the very depressed condition of busi- 


ness, brought about by the failure of: 


crops, low prices, and uncertainties in 
political affairs, which is reflected in 
the reports of greatly-reduced railroad 
earnings during the past year as com- 
pared with former years, in the unusu- 
ally large number of roads_ which 
passed into receivers’ hands or were 
sold at foreclosure,.and in the unprece- 
dentedly small amount of new con- 
Struction. He notes, however, a steady 
improvement during the first six 
months of the present year, particu- 
larly in the bond-aided lines, in which 
the United States is financially inter- 
ested, and states that-the outlook for 
larger crops, higher prices and conse- 
quently increased railroad earnings is 
very encouraging. 

A careful inspection was made of .all 
the bond-aided lines and many of the 
land-grant roads. Substantial improve 
ments were noted in the maintenance 
of these properties, particularly in the 
main lines of the Union and Central 
Pacific, respectively, and the roadbed 
and track are kept: up to a high stand- 
ard. The offices of these bond-aided 
roads were visited, and the books ex- 
amined with a view to ascertaining 
the amounts due the United States 
for the year under the existing laws. 
The results for the year, as compared 
with the preceding year, show decreases 
as follows: Union Pacific, $42,587.42, at- 
tributable to reduced earnings from 
transportation of government freight; 
Central Pacific, $3816.20, and Sioux City 
and Pacific, $66.58. In the case of the 
Central branch, Union Pacific, there 
was an increase of $7679.90, caused by a 
decided improvement in net earnings. 

Thecommissioner submits statements 
showing in detail the subsidy bonds 
which have matured, and in the pay- 
ment of which the companies have de- 
faulted, the nayments of the United 
States on account of interest, and the 
repayments which have been made by 
the companies. The bonds and cash 
now held in the sinking funds in the 
United States treasury to the credit of 
the Union and Central Pacific com- 
panies are shown in detail. The balance 
of debt of the several companies to the 
United States on June 30, 1897, after 
deducting all credit allowed both on ac- 
count of bonds and interest and of 
sinking funds, was as follows: Union 
Pacifie (including Kansas Pacific,) $53,- 


371,180.71; Central Pacific (including 
Western Pacific,) $59,829,022.29: Sioux 
City and Pacific, $4,199,066.41;: Central 


Branch, Union Pacific, $3,765,998.97 
YOSEMITE PARK. 

The Secretary reviews the report of 
other departments, and of the Govern- 
ors of the Territories, and, passing to 
the subject of national parks, says of 
the Yosemite that less trespassing has 
been found than of late years. The 
northern part of the park, which was 
formerly overrun with sheep, is now 
clear. Cattle, which used to range 
over the whole western half of the 
park. are now restricted to the lands 
belonging to persons holding patented 
lands within the park, and owners of 
cattle are held to strict compliance 
with the rules and regulations pro- 
mulgated by the Secretary of the In- 
terior. The game in the park has in- 
creased in numbers, and the deer and 
other animals show less fear of human 
beings. Forest fires nave been un- 
usually numerous. 

The Secretary concurs in the recom- 
mendation of the superintendent of 
the park that appropriations sufficient 
to provide for the needs of the troops 
stationed therein, and for the repair 
of roads and bridges should be mads 
by Congress. If, as stated in the an- 
nual report of his predecessor, it is 
the policy of the government to pur- 
chase the various toll roads in the 
park and make trave! over the same 
free, as the State of California has 
done of similar roads in the Yosemite 
Valley grant, it will be mecessary, he 
suys, to provide a sufficient annual 
apprcpriation to keep said roads in re- 
pair. 


WESTERN SENATORS. 


Checking the Developinent of the 
Country as a Whole. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

DENVER, Nev. 22.—Congressman 
John C. Bell of Colorado stopped off a 
few hours in this city, on his way to 
Washington, where he goes to attend a 
meeting of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee. Speaking of the probable acticn 
of Congress at its coming session on 
the financial question, he said: 

“I think a bill will pass the House 
practically as recommended by the 
Executive, and it will then go to the 
Senate, where it will be abandoned by 
that body, and an appeal will be made 
to the people that they must make the 
Senate Republican before any ramedial 
legislation can be obtained.” 

ith reference to the admission of 
new western States, Congressman Bell 
said: ‘“‘There will be no more western 
States admitted into the Union while 
the Republican party has control of 
either house. The Speaker told me last 
year that he felt great responsibility 
for having taken an active part in ad- 
mitting western States. He said the 
power of the western Senators was un- 
just, and had. been greatly abused, and 
was, in fact, checking the development 
of the country; that he thought it was 
a grievous wrong for the western Sena- 
tors to stand in the way of’ the progress 
of the country. Many Senators will 
probably oppose the admission of those 
Territories because of this impression. 
Hawaii will be annexed.” ~ 


MAN AND ¥ WIFE HELD UP. UP. 


A DARING ATTEMPT AT nomuny 
(ON THE PLAZA. 


Joe Morano Attacked and Heaten, 
His Wife Goes to His Rescue and 
is Knocked Down and Kicked, 
The Thogs Captared, 


Another attempt at highway robbery oc- 
curred about 11:50 ya night, this time et 
the “laza. 

Joe Morano, barkeeper at Our House #a- 
loon, accompanied by his wife, was walking 
along Marchessault street going home, when 
he was suddenly confronted by two men, who 


said: 

“Give us your money. Got any?’ 

“If have,’ answered Morano, “I'll keep 
it.”" In his pockets he had about 360 in 
cain. 


The answer to Morano was an attack by 
the two men, who knocked him down: but 
before they could pinion him on the ground 
he struggled to his feet and gave the high- 
Waymen battle. A second time he was 
knocked down, but when the thugs tried to 
jump on his prostrate body Mrs. Morano 
grappled with them. They beat :he woman 
off, knocking her down and kicking her tn 
the abdomen, probably seriously injuring her. 

Just at this moment a Chitiese happened to 
pass, and seeing the fight blew a police 
whistle. At the sound of the whistle, the 
thugs ran and disappeared in ihe darkness. 

Special Patrolman Young and Police Officer 
John Talamantes heard the whistle, -nd ran 
to the scene with all speed. They ‘ound 
Morano bleeding and his wife in an almost 
fainting condition. The ‘irst work of the 
officers was to iake ihe woman home, end 
then, accompanied by the husband. they 
started out to look for the highwaymen. 
Morano iold the officers that he could rec- 
nize his assailants, as both men had been 
joafing around his saloon nearly all day, and 
he was convinced they had been watching 
for him to go home. A thorough tearch of 
all the saloons, dives and lodging-houses in 
that part of the city was made, but t Was 
not until the Good Samaritan Mission was 
reached that any trace of the men Was 
found. Here Capt. Frazier, in charge of the 
mission, said two men had come ‘pn a ‘ew 
minutes before and gone hurriedly to bed. 
He pointed out the cots, and Morano needed 
but one look at the sleeping thieves to ree- 
ognize them as the Plaza highwaymen. 

When the officers undertook to rrrest and 
handcuff the men, they at once showed fight. 
and it was only after a terrible struggle 
they were subdued and secured. The ‘nen 
Were not asleep when the officers rrrived, 
but were shamming and prepared to take any 
advantage offered jor escape. 

At the police station the men gave the 
names of John Drew and William Wilson. 
They are hard-looking characters, and are 
believed to be ‘‘old timers’’ by the police. 
Both men are heavy weights. easily scaling 
upward of 160 pounds, and this ‘act makes 
Mrs. Morano’s brave battle against them alt 
the more creditable to her ad she been of 
the timid kind they would probably have 
beaten her husband to death, besides rob- 
bing him, while she was screaming for help.

POSTAL SAVINGS sY STEM. 


.. Gary Hears 
from the Country About It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.— Post-. 
master-General Gary is receiving many 
letters regarding the postal-savings- 
bank proposition strongly urged by 
him in his annual report. Many people 
throughout the country have written 
him commenting on this projected 
radical extension of the postal service, 
and have submitted some suggestions 
calculated, in their opinion, to make 
the scheme more. feasible. As a. wpe. 
the correspondence indicates a rat 
general commendation, and some w 
kndwn economists and financiers, num- 
bered among the Postmaster-General's 
friends, have, in letters just received, 
given a qualified indorsement to the 
plan. Postmaster-General Gary expécts 
some action by Congress at.its next 
session. 

In an interview with an Associated 
Press representative today, Mr. Gary. 
said: 

“I am greatly interested and not a 
little gratified at the public criticism 
and the newspaper commendations in 
respect to postal-saving devositaries. 
As far as I have been able to dis- 
cover, only two objections have been 
seriously urged against a postal-sav- 
ings system. The first, which never 
fails to turn up. is the old contention 
that the government ought ‘not to go 
into the business’ of taking care of the 
savings of the people. I think this is 
an objection which may properly be 
left to Congress to answer. The other 
is based on the generally admitted 
controversy of finding safe and proper 
methods of putting the money accumu- 
lations to profitable use. 

“T deliberately abstained from set- 
ting forth a definite plan for the dispo- 
sition of the savings, for the reason 
that it is a problem which demands so- 
lution from those of the widest experi- 
ence, [ contented myself at the time 
with outlining briefly a number of sug- 
gestions, repeatedly made by my prede- - 
cessors in office and by others, and 
thereby inviting, as I believed, that 
eritical and helpful discussion by the 
public which has begun already. Per- 
haps none of those suggestions nor 
all of them put together will prove . 
equal to the task of absorbing profit- 
ably the collections of a postal-savings 
system, but [ am convinced that the 
national debt, as it exists today. offers 
a temporary solution of this difficulty. 

“T trust that the newspapers, which, 
by the way, treated my postal-savings 
récommendations handsomely, giving it 
full and extensive circulation, will keep 
up their criticisms, and that the people 
will take it up, think about it, write 
about it and not forget to send me the 
results of their thinking. If we all 
put our heads together, the right plan 


-can be devised. and that js what the 


country wants.”

THE SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF NON-ACTiON. 


The chief pretense of Secretary Al- 
ger in his grotesque efforts to find an 
excuse for neglecting to execute the 
law of Congress, providing for the con-_ 
struction of a harbor at San Pedro, has , 


been that “no money is available to) 
pay for advertising for bids.” Yes- 
terday the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce sent a telegram to Gen. Al- 
ger, offering to guarantee all expenses 
of advertising the San Pedro Harbor 
work as widely as the Secretary may 


deem desirable, and to waive, in writ- 
ing, all claim to have the money re- 
funded. To this generous proposition 
Gecretary Alger returns an unqualified, 
almost a contemptuous, refusal. By 
this action he reveals the true charac- 
ter of his opposition to this great and 
necessary improvement. The so-called 
objections which he has raised are 
shown to be trivial and without real 
foundation. He stands a self-confessed 
quibbler, an enemy, conscious or un- 
conscious, of the Pacific Coast. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Los 
Angeles is composed of a thousand re- 
sponsible citizens of this community. 
Its offer was made in good faith and 
meant just what its language implied. 
In refusing to consider it, Secretary 
Alger places himself in a position from 
which he will find it extremely difficult, 
if not impossible, to extricate himself 
by further quibbling, unless he shields 
himself behind the late dictum of the 
Judge-Advocate-General of the army 
(in: direct contravention of the recent 
opinion of the Attorney-General) that 
Congress made no appropriation, Save 
the item of $50,000, for the improvement 
ef San Pedro Harbor. This is a delu- 
sion and a subterfuge which the com- 
ing session of that body will be iven 


a chance to expose, at the same time 
clearing up the whole subject for the 
enlightenment of the obtuse misfit in- 
tellect in the War Office. 


THREE POLITICAL REVOLUTIONS. 


When the foundations of the great 
American republic were laid about a 
century ago, the people were divided 
into two great natiorial parties, and 
in the main they have remained so 
from that day to this. Through all 
the vicissitudes of political conditions 
one party. has been radical and the 
other conservative. In the early days, 
Gen. Washington and Alexander Ham- 
ilton led the Federalist conservative 
party, and Thomas Jefferson stood as 
the highest representative of the radi- 
cal Republican party. The term “Demo- 
crat” was at that time unknown. 

The policy of the Federalists was to 
make as little change as possible from 
the colonial governments preceding the 
That of the Jeffersonian 
Republicans was to go deep to the root 
of matters at once and organize a gov- 
ernment parallel to the Declaration of 
Independence and as close as possible 
to the principles of the Constitution 
more recently adopted by the States. 
The government the Federalists would 
have had would have been semi-mon- 
archical, or at best a broad oligarchy. 
The government Jefferson and his col- 
leagues fortunately succeeded in estab- 
lishing was republican to the very 
core of its heart. 

Having succeeded in establishing the 
government upon foundations which 
they deemed right, the radicals became 
the conservatives. 

In all political contests, under all 
forms of government, excepting such 
inceptive periods as that immediately 
following the revolution, the well-to-do, 
the. thrifty, the provident and the 
prosperous are conservatives. The 
brains and energy of the country ally 
themselves with the party whose pol- 
ocy is in the main to let things alone. 
Those who are at the lower rim of the 
wheel of fortune, whether through 
their faults or their misfortunes, are in 
the main desirous of setting the wheel 
in motion, knowing that no turn can 
bring them lower than they already 
are. So from the days of Jefferson to 
those of Lincoln, in large measure, the 
intelligent, the capable and those who 
directed the great material enterprises 
of the country were, with few excep- 
tions, which only prove the rule, found 
in the ranks of the conservative party. 

Passing down another generation to 
the days of James Buchanan, we come 
to another great politica] revolution. 
The conservatism of the Demoeratic 
party—as Jefferson's Republicans had 
come to be called—had degenerated 
into a dry rot, and none of the leaders 
of the party had insight to discern the 
needs of the country, which was pass- 
ing through a development never be. 
fore paralieled in the history of man- 
kind. Here came the opportunity for 
the new Republicanism under the lead- 


‘ership of Lincoln, Chase and Seward, 


to wrest the national government from 
the nerveless hands of those whose in- 
ert minds were incapable of grasping 
any policy higher than that of the 
Bourbott kings of France with their 
unprogressive motto, “Laissez-faire.” 
NoW’mark the broad, universal and 
immortal principles involved in the 
radicalism of the new-born Republican 
party. To blot from the otherwise 
bright estutcheon of the only govern- 
ment ever ‘known upon earth founded 


upon manhood, and recognizing the 
people as the only source from which 
authority flows, the one deep stain of 
Slavery, by which manhood became a 
chattel and man treated his brother 
man as he treats the brute creation: 
this was the corner-stone of the politi- 
cal edifice aimed at by this political 
revolution. Hand in hand with the 
abolition of slavery went another great 
principle of reform. It was plainly seen 
that the great continent embraced be- 


, tween two oceans, stretching 3000 miles 


from east to west and 1500 from north 
to south, cut by numerous great rivers 
and immense mountain ranges, must 
be treated upon heroic lnes, under 
comprehensive plans, for internal de- 
velopment. These rivers must be im- 
provedfor navigation, and these moun- 
tains be overcome by modern railways, 


' before America could achieve its mani- 


fest destiny. The Emancipation Proc- 
lamation and the: marvelous develop- 
ment of the last thirty years are the 
great achievements of the Republican 
party; they are the results of the radi- 
calism of Lincoln and Grant. 

A third generation passes away, the 
first century of the republic comes to 
a close, and we are treated to another 


‘political revolution, led by young Mr. 


Bryan of Nebraska, picturesque Tom 
Watson of Georgia and (shall we say?) 
Gov. Budd of Sacramento. The peo- 
ple who call themselves followers of 
Thomas Jefferson, of Andrew Jackson, 
of Thomas Benton, of William H. 
Marcy, of Stephen A. Douglas and of 
Allen G. Thurman have torn to shreds 
every leaf of every political platform 
written by their party in the past, and 
have cast away from them every great 
fundamental principle ever held by 
their party, and instead have adopted 
the wildest vagaries of the dreamy 
socialism engendered by the despotic 
governments of Europe, and every fine- 
spun ‘theory evolved from the brains of 
impracticable reformers, ignorant of 
every fundamental rule of political phil- 
osophy ever recognized by the great 
thinkers of the human race—theories 
Which have proved lamentable failures 
wherever an attempt has been made to 
put them to a practical test. 

The political revolution inaugurated 
by Jefferson and that of Abraham Lin- 
coln were American. They represented 
principles universal and immortal. 
Their application proved vastly bene- 
ficial to mankind, and their results 
must live forever. The political revolu- 
tion first outlined in the Ocala plat- 
form of the Populists, reiterated in 
that of Omaha by the same party, 
and then adopted bodily by that wild 
assembly at Chicago, falsely called the 
Democratic Convention of 1896, con- 
tains no principle that is American, 
none that is universal in its broad 
truthfulness, none carrying the germ 
of immortality. Naturally and inevi- 
tably it has been already repudiated by 
the American people, and must sink 
decper and deeper out of the life of 
the American nation, dragging down 
With it into oblivion the wreck of the 
historical] Democratic party, so many 
of whose members have allied them- 
selves to a system false to all the 
teachings of that party, and with no 
higher purpose in mind than that  be- 
gotten of a lust for office. 

No wonder that so many patriotic 
men, once the bone and sinew of the 
Democratic party, forsook its banners 
in 1896 and voted with the Republicans, 
their former foes, but now their natural 
allies! 


If the school-board scandal is to be 
smothered, as those implicated in it ap- 
parently hope, then the citizens of Los 
Angeles are not of the class we be- 
lieve them to be. The gang of rascals 
that have been bleeding the school em- 
ployés of this city should be shown up, 
even if it be impossible to punish them, 
and there must be no halt in proceed- 
ings looking to that result.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—It is 
stated from an authoritative source 
that no recent negotiations have oc- 
curred between Secretary Sherman 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Ambassador, concerning a new arbi- 
tration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain; that no ex- 
change of notes has occurred between 
Mr. Sherman and Lord Salisbury on 
this subject, and that Sir Julian has 
not spoken of the matter since he re- 
turned to Washington some weeks ago 

from London.

Last night the Roard of Education 
undid all its work done last Saturday 
With reference to the investigation of 
the charges of blackmail and extortion 
preferred against Joseph F. Adams, a 
member of ihe board, and C. H. Axtell, 
the Superintendent of School Build- 
ings, and commenced a new investiga- 
tion upon lines which should result in 
the whole truth being. known. 

The investigation will be conducted 
by the entire Board of Education, sit- 
ting as a judicial body, with the prose- 
cution in charge of the League for 
Better City Government. Witnesses 
will not be allowed to be summoned 
to the offices of attorneys, there to tell 
what they do or do not know, but must 
come directly before the board, in open 
session, and there give their testimony. 

The investigation commences at 7: 
o’clock tonight with the case of Axtell, 
superintendent of buildings. Where it 
will end is best forecasted by Director 
Davis, who says: ‘‘We will get to the 
bottom of this thing and wé are going 
to dig deep.” 

The entire Board of Education was 
present last night, with the exception 
of John H. Braly, who is ill, and A. G. 
Bartlett, who is absent from the city. 
President Mathis occupied the chair, 
and as soon as he called the meeting 
to order he gave notice of a sensation 
by saying: “I desire to state now, gen- 
tlemen, that after the regular business 
is disposed of and before we take up 
new business, I have something to say 
to the board on a question of privi- 


lege.” 
ROUTINE BUSINESS. 

When the minutes of Saturday’s 
meeting, at which thé affidavits were 
introduced charging Adams and Axtell 
with blackmail, were read, Courey 
arose and desired a correction made. 
The minutes stated that he (Courey) and 
Davis, had preferred charges against 
Adams and Axtell, and he desired that 
they be altered to read “had presented 
affidavits preferring charges,” etc. The 
change was ordered. 

Routine business was then taken up. 
The lease for the new rooms to be oc- 
cupied by the board in the Gardiner 
& Zellner Block on Broadway was re- 
ferred to a committee to investigate. 

The resignation of Francis Brothér- 
ton, a seventh-grade teacher in ithe 
Spring-street school, was accepted. _ 

Superintendent Foshay présented his 
monthly report, in part as follows: 

“In accordance with: the resolution 
adopted at the last meeting, J issued 
a circular to principals, containing the

The total enrollment of the 
month ending June 18, 1897, was 13,982, 
a gain of 2768. We are required to care 
for this great increase in tlany cases 
where the schools were already over- 
crowded, and need immediate relief. 

“The High School. has a membership 
of 1178, and there are 264 in the last 
class of the grammar grades who will 
ask for admission next February. Two 
of our buildings, intended to accom- 
modate 400 children, now have over 626 
pupils in- each. Others intended to ac- 
commodats 3 0 cti dren, have nearly five 
hundred in attendance. It is highly 
important that the additional rooms 
as asked for in the bond issue to be 
voted upon before the next regular 
meeting of this board, be carried, in 
order that the proper facilities may be 
given us.”’

“If any members or employés of this 
board are guilty of using their posi- 
tions for personal gain they must be 
expelled at once. Pending these in- 
vestigations the members and em- 
piovés charged with crime should be 
suspended. No member charged with 
crime should be allowed to vote on

questions concerning the investiga- 
tions. 
“I have hitherto refrained from 


mentioning these things, not believing 
it necessary to call any one’s atten- 
tion to matters of this kind, as I be- 
lieved’ that common decency would 
teach them not to take part by voting 
upon matters that charged them with 
the commission of crime. But, as our 
past action seems to appear to the 
public and to the press of this city 
like an attempt to defeat the purpose 
of the investigation into these serious 
charges, it is now time for me, as 
president of this board, and as a sery- 
ant of the people, to take a determined 
and a positive stand. The reputation 
of this department of the city govern- 
ment must be protected, and the good 
name of this city must not be tar- 


nished by having published broadcast 
such an‘arraignment of the Board 
Education. 

“I now propose that the entire board 
shall investigate the charges made, no 
matter .who may fall in consequence 
thereof. Individugl interest and feel- 
ines should not be smoothed over 
while the city’s reputation suffers. If 
there ia any crookedness in the trans- 
actions of any member of this board, 
fet ft new be understood, and for all 
tifme, that I will not sanction it while 
tT am preeldent or a member of this 

“} Knew that there are honest men 
ow thie board, and T want the world 
mm kaw Who they are, Let those who 
aye euittw. if there are any such, face 
the eoneequences of their own acts. 
THe affidavite making serious charges 
agaihet certain members and employés 
of the of Education § should 
earey great welght with us in our de- 
Wherations, The people who made 
theese charmea had nothing to gain, 
and they must and will be believed by 
the public unless we prove their state- 
ments to be false, They were made 
vintey oath, and that is, to some ex- 
tent, im the eyes of the public, a de- 
gree of truthfulness. I am not here as 
@& champion or a tool of any organiza- 
tien, Dut as a member of the Boaftd 
of Education, to protecf the city’s in- 
terests, interests that I must serve, 
and ne elique or influence shall pre- 
vent me doing my duty. I now move 
that we reconsider our action of last 
meeting, and have the investigation of 
these charges made by the whole board. 
IT am sure this is more important than 
the individual interest of any mem- 
ber, and no member can afford to say 
that he is too busy or ask to be ex- 
cused. Let it take the whole time of 
this board for a month, if necessary. 
We owe no greater obligation to the 
public than to protect the good name 
of our public schools.” 

When Dr. Mathis had finished there 
was silence for. a second or two, and 
then Conrey seconded the motion made 
in the closing remarks. 


WEBB OPPOSES RECONSIDERA- 
TION. 


Davis was about to put the motion 
when Webb arose to a point of order. 

“If I am not mistaken,” said he, ‘Dr. 
Mathis did not vote on the motion 
‘which was carried placing the investi- 
gation of these charges in the hands 
of a cominittee. If I am correct he has 
no right to move for a reconsideration 
of the action carrying that motion. 

“The gentleman is correct,’ said Dr. 
Mathis, “I did not vote for the motion 
he mentions, and I now desire to pub- 
licly explain why I did not vote. The 
original motion made was for the 
whole board to invéstigate the charges 
and on this motion I voted. It was lost 
on a tie vote. The motion that the 
chair appoint a committee to investi- 
gate the charges then came up. As lI 
had to appoint the committeemen, I re- 
frained from voting, feeling a delicacy 
in the matter.”’ 

“Mr. Webb’s point‘of order is well 
taken,” said Acting President Davis, 
“and the motion of Dr. Mathis is de- 
clared out of order.”’ 

Davis then vacated the chair and 
President Mathis resumed the gavel. 
As he seated himself, Poor arose and 
said: 

“Mr. President, I rise to a question 
of privilege on the part of the commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the charges 
against Messrs. Adams and Axtell. I 
am glad to know there are others in 
the board who think as we do. In be- 
half of the committee I desire to sub- 
mit the following communication: 
MAKE A VIRTUE OF NECESSITY. 

“To the honorable Board of Educa- 
tion—Gentlemen: Mr. Braly, one of 
the members of the committee on in- 
vestigation, appointed by your honor- 
able body, informs us that he will be 
unable to serve on this committee, he 
not yet having fully recovered from his 
late severe illness. A. G. Bartlett, the 
other member proposed for this com- 
mittee, is still absent from the city. 
We, the remaining two members of 
said committee, refuse to accept the re- 
sponsibility thus forced upon us. We 
consider the committee too small for 
the responsible work in hand, and 
therefore request that this committeé 
be discharged, and that the Board of 
Education as a whole, proceed to re- 
ceive the testimony offered, and act on 
the same; that this investigation be 
continued as started, with open doors, 
with all privileges heretofore accorded 
the public by this,committee; that 
such meetings be held daily “unless 
otherwise determined, and that any one 
against whom charges have been pre- 
ferred shall be allowed to be repre- 
sented by an attorney if he so desire. 

The communice tion was signed by 

and Webb. 

the reading of the let- 
ter in a short speech, urging that the 
investigation be taken out of the hands 
of himself and his colleague and un- 
dertaken by the whole board, and he 
so moved, Poor seconding the motion. 
It was unanimously carried. 

As soon as the vote had been | re- 
corded, Davis was on his feet. Mr. 
President,” he said, “‘we have present 
tonight Mr. Rule, president of the Bet- 
ter City Government League, who 
comes to us with a message from that 
organization. I ask that he be heard.” 
TO CONDUCT THE PROSECUTION. 

“The members of the Better City 
Government League,” said Mr. Rule, 
“have authorized me to say to you that 
they, as citizens of Los Angeles and 
patrons of the public schools, most pf 
them parents, desire the investigation 
of the charges made against a member 
and an employé of this board to be 
thorough and searching. They desire 
that all rumors of corruption in this 
body or among its attachés be forever 
set at rest, and if the charges are 
found true that the guilty be promptly 
punished. To this end the league is 
willing to undertake the task of gath- 
ering and presenting the evidence and 
further conducting the prosecution of 
the officials charged before this board 
acting as a judicial body. We want 
this investigation promptly held. The 
league is a non-partisan body; it has 
only at heart the better government of 
this city, and it stands ready to fur- 
nish two or more members to conduct 
the prosecution fairly to all concerned, 
but thoroughly, no matter where it 
may lead.’ 

“I think the offer of the Better City 
Government League to this. board 
should be accepted with thanks,” said 
Davis. “It relieves this board of a 
great embarrassment, and I move that 
the prosecution of the charges now be- 
fore the board be placed in the hands 
of the league.” 

“Second the motion,” said Conrey. 

“Just a moment, Mr. President,” said 
Poor. ‘“‘Before I vote on this motion I 
want to know how the Bétter Gov- 
ernment League proposes to conduct 
the prosecution.” 


WEBB’S OBSTRUCTIONIST TAC- 
TICS. 


Mr. Rule -explained again more fully 
than before, and when he finished 
Webb took the floor and opposed the 
motion. “This board has no right to 
confer upon the Better Government 
League exclusive right to conduct this 


investigation. Every cther league, Pop- | 


ulist, Democratic, Republican or what- 


not, has as much right as they to con-' 


duct the prosecution. Why not cal! on 
the District Attorney’s office to prose- 
cute? I move to amend by stating that 
the Better Government League and any 
and all other organizations who desire 
shail have the right to have representa- 
tives before this board in the conduct of 
this investigation.”’ 

Davis pointed out that if such a 
course were followed there would be a 
dozen prosecutors with a dozen differ- 
ent ideas, and the result would be that 
the investigation would be a farce. 
“We nrust have a head to the nrosecu- 
tion,” he said. “Let the non-partisan 
league take charge, and if any other 


league wants to assist to ask ques- 


tions or produce evidence outside of 
the. league’s work, by all means let 
them do it, but let the Better Govern- 
ment League manage things.’” 
Conrey spoke in the same strain. He 
said it was the only way to get order 
out of chaos. Webb still fought the 
motion with his amendment that any 
one who wanted should be allowed to 
prosecute or defend. : 


ADAMS ENTERS A PROTEST. 


Suddenly Adams arose and address¢d 
the chair. After the president’s ad- 
dress he had remained a Silent specta- 
tor of the profeedings, taking no part 
in the voting. “Gentlemen,” he said, 
listen to me a moment. I think I am 
as much interested in this as any of 
you just now, but IT don’t know how 
it will be before you get through. I 
want no star-chamber business in this. 
Now, @on’t interrupt me (to Poor, who 
spoke to him.) The Better City Gov- 
ernment League indorsed and helped 
elect every man on this board but my- 
self. I want.a fair deal. I want a fair 
trial. I want a thorough investigation, 
but I don’t want to be prosecuted by 
my enemies.. The charter defines my 
rights, If says how I shall be tried 
on I stand on my rights under the 
ch@rter. Let me be investigated as it 


says I must be, and not by the Better 
Government or 


A recess was 
that the tharter might be looked up 


That section provides 
such cnarges as aro 
now pending, the Board of Education 
as a whole shall act as judges in the 
investigation. the accused parties hay- 
ing previously been Suspended from 
active service, either as members or 
officers of the board, but it says noth- 
ing about how the prosecution or de- 
fense shall or may be conducted. The 
members talked and worried over tech- 
nical points for a half-hour, and fin- 
ally Davis, who led for the league, and 
Webb, who opposed it, came to an 
agreement on the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

CONDUCT OF THE INVESTIGATION 

“Resolved, that the Better City. Gov- 
ernment League, or any other organi- 
zation, be allowed a representative to 
assist in the prosecution of the charges 
on file. or the defense thereof, and that 
during all the meetings of investiza- 
tion by this board, the Better City 
Government League shall be in charge 
of the prosecution, and that the con- 
duct of these proceedings be at all 
-times in the control or tne Board of 
Eduéation,?’ 

A motion was then passed to the ef- 
fect that all witnesses to be examined 
must be subpoenaed before the Board 
of Education directly, and that? the 
examination of witnesses in private as 
to what they could or would testify 
to would not be countenanced by the 
board. ‘Let this thing be wide ‘open,’ 
said Davis. “That sutts me,” said 
Webb, and the rest agreed. 

The first meeting of the board, as 
a court of inquiry, was fixed for ‘7 
o’clock this evening, an@ all witnesses 
heretofore summoned will be notified 
to be present. <A _ special order was 
made to take the testimony of P. O. 
Bonebrake, one of the teachers who 
signed the original charges, at once, 
as he fs to go east in a few days to 
remain. 

The board passed an order closing 
ths schools from Wednesday until Mon- 
day on account of Thanksgiving, and 
fixed the Christmas holidays from De- 
cember 24, 1897, to January 3, 1898, in- 
clusive. and then adjourned. 

INCORRECTLY QUOTED. 

In an interview accredited to Super- 
intendent of. Schools. Foshay regarding 
the dismissal of Miss Emma. Griffiths 
from the department in June last, he 
is quoted as saying inat he does not 
know why she was dimissed, as she 
had taught’ nine years in the Olive- 
street school, and was marked “fair” 
bv him in-his annual grading of teach- 

rs. 

“The interview is all wrong,” said 
the Superintendent last night. “The 
Olive-street school has been in exist- 
ence only two years, hence she could 
not have taught there for nine. Again, 
she was marked by me as ‘fair.’ ‘That 
is only one grade above ‘poor,’ and 
the Teachers’ Committee marked her 
‘poor from the showing of her work. 
The dismissal of Miss Griffiths was by 
& unanimous vote of the board, and 
that ended it. She was but one of 
many who had to go to make room 
for better teachers.” 

“The interview is bosh as far as I 
am concerned,” said Mr. Webb, who 
listened to Superintendent Foshay’s 
statement. “IT never knew Miss 
Griffiths, and voted on her dismissal 
merely on her markings, as I did on 
other teachers dismissed. It was a 
unanimous vote of the board. For 
that gmatter, there has never been a 
minority on the dismissal of a teacher 
since this board came into office.”

NOAH LEE CAPTURED AFTER 
FOUR YEARS OF FREEDOM. 
Three Young Fellows Try Train- 


robbing and Attempted Murder 
in the Indian Territory. 


JUST A BEARDLESS DESPERADO. 


LEE’S SMOOTH ESCAPE FROM A SAN 
BERNARDINO OFFICER. 


Located at Last in the Colorado 
Desert Near the Iron Chief Mine. 
He Will Be Sent Back to ~*» 
Texas for Trial. 


“There are more beardless despera- 
does in the Indian Territory than any- 
where else.”’ 

So says Noah Lee, and he certainly 
ought to know. Noah is now behind 
the bars in the County Jail as a direct 
result of his own career as a beardless 
desperado in the Indian Territory, a 
career which he pursued to the extent 
of attempting to hold up a train about 
four years ago. 

Young Lee avers that he is now only 
21 vears old. The officers who cap- 
tured him say they have evidence that 
he is really 24, although his boyish ap- 
pearance and manner seem to bear out 
his own statement of his age. If this 
is correct, he must have been the chief 
of “‘beardless desperadoes” at 17. The 
indictment under which he was ar- 
rested charges him with attempted 
murder in having emptied his rifle into 
the engineer’s cab and the cars of the 
moving train after the engineer had re- 
fused to obey his command to stop. 

e alleged crime was committed in 
June, 1893, in Atoka county, Choctaw 
Nation, I. T. The train. held up was 
running on the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas line. Young Lee is said to have 
had two confederates in the attempted 
robbery, Ben Self and Comp Paign 
William R. Danforth, the engineer on 
the train, was wounded by one of the 
flying shots, but no one else was hurt. 
Although a warrant for the arrest of 
the. would-be robbers was issued from 
the District Court in Texas, they suc- 
ceeded in eluding the officers. 

Lee came to California in April, 1894, 
and went to Redlands. He-was traced 
by United States Marshal Williams of 
Paris, Tex., who sent a request to the 
Sheriff of San Bernardino county to 
have the young man arrested. The 
arrest was made by Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Covington, and illiams 
started for San Bernardino to get the 
prisoner,’ but when he arrived the bird 
had flown. Lee himself told a racy 
story of his escape to. Snecial Officer 
Pourade, who assisted in his last ar- 
rest. The young fellow, who is unusu- 
ally attractive in appearance and man- 
ner, promptly made friends with his 
captor. According to his own story, he 
invited Covington to take a number of 


| drinks with him, and then to play a 
game or two of poker. Covington was 


rather “happy,” and soon grew s0 
interested in the game that when Lee 
excused himself for a moment and 
stepped into the next room, the officer 
paid no_attention until the lapse of 
time brought him to a realizing sense 
of the situation. and of. the extreme 
probability that his friendly and tract- 
able prisoner had given him the slip. 
By the time this had dawned on him, 
Lee had apparently vanished in thin 
air. The next heard of him was at 
Sonora, Mex., from which city of refuge 
he sent a polite note to the Sheriff of 
San Bernardino county, urbanely re- 
gretting the necessity which had in- 
duced his abrupt departure. 

E. F. Pourade, special secret-serv- 
ice officer for the United States gov- 
ernment, next took up the task of 
landing*® the resourceful Noah behind 
the bars. He sent word to Deputy 
United States Marshal Oakes, and the 
two worked until they had again lo- 
cated Lee, this time in the mines of 
the Eagle Mountain district. Last 
week the two officers, accompanied by 
Constable T. J. West of San Bernar- 
dino county, started for the desert. 

They went to Walters Station, near 
Indio, and then took an Indian team 
and started for the mines. The coun- 
try was so rough that it took them 
two days to cover the forty-five miles 
which lay between Walters and the 
Iron Chief mine, where they made their 
camp. 

Next morning at 3:30 they left the 
camp and struck down thetrail for the 
Cactus mine, where Lee was working. 
They surprised the mining camp just 
at dawn. Five or six men were work- 
ing around, a one young fellow was 
standing by the fire. Pourade walked 
straight up t6 him, held out his hand, 
and said genially: . 

“Hello, Noah.” 

The man mechanically shook hands, 
evidently wondering who had accosted 
him, as he briefly responded: 

“Hello.” 

Pourade closed on the hand with a 
firm grip, drew the young man close to 
him, and said in an undertone: 

“IT want you, Noah Lee, and I have 
warrant for you.”’ 

Lee coolly answered: 

“T expected it. What’s the charge? 
Can I see the warrant?” 

The officer gave it to him, and he 
examined it with attention, especially 
the names of the witnesses, of whom 
he said he knew only one. 

“Don’t tell the boys what you want 
me for,’’ he said in a low tone. 

“All right,” readily answered Pou- 
rade, who was secretly uneasy lest a 
rescue should be attempted. 

Lee went with the officers peaceably 
enough, only asking permission to send 
word to his brother of his arrest. That 
night, on the road back to Walters, the 
officers took every precaution against 
a rescue. Lee was chained to Consta- 
ble West, and the two slept in the 
tent, the others standing guard. Late 
in the evening, two men came into the 
circle of firelight that illuminated ev- 
erything around the tent. They were 
challenged, and one of them acknowl- 
edged that he was Lee’s brother. They 
asked to see the prisoner, and as they 
were apparently unarmed and peace- 
able they were allowed to do so. 

No demonstration was made, and 
Lee’s brother accompanied him to San 
Bernardino. There Lee was examined 
before United States 
George B. Cole, and held to answer to 
the indictment. He was brought to 
Los Angeles yesterday morning, and 
is locked in the County Jail pending the 
issuance by Judge Wellborn of an or- 
der of removal to the Eastern District 
Court of Texas.

‘A CALL FOR AN ELECTION TO 
VOTE BONDS. 


Fine Driveway Planned from the’ 
City to the Sea—The Fire-hose 
Deadlock. 


GRIFFITH MILDLY ‘ROASTED. 


IN THE BIRD CASE 


PROVE INTERESTING.

A petition was presented to the City 
Council yesterday signed by several 
thousand persons and asking that an 
election be held for the purpose of vot- 
ing bonds with which to build a new 
Water system. 

The protests against the widening of 
Washington street were overruled by 
the Council. The advocates of the im- 
provement are planning a magnificent 
Doulevard to extend to Santa Monica. 

The deadlock on the fire-hose contract 
fe still unbroken. The minority stead- 
{ly refuse to approve the contract, and 
as six votés are necessary for such 
approval. the majority has thus far 
won only a barren victory. . 

The City Attorney was instructed to 
prepare an ordinance amending the 
hitching ordinance. 
- The Bird forgery case, which has been 
on trial in Department One for the 
past week, will close today. The de- 
fense put in its last evidence yester- 
day forenoon, and the opening argu- 
ment was made for the prosecution by 
‘Alexander Campbell, Esq. James 
Copeland, Esq., followed for the de- 
fense. Arguments for the defense wifl 
‘be continued today by Mr. Meserve, 
Jeading counsel, and Asst. Dist.-Atty.

STILL A DEADLOCK. 


COUNCILMEN LOCK HORNS OVER 
(THE FIRE-HOSE CONTRACT. 


Petition Presented for Water-bond 
Election—Washington Street to 


_. Be Widened toe One Hendred | 


Feet—Proposed Amendment 
the ‘Hitching Ordinance, 


to 


The City Council yesterday overruled 
the protests against widening West 
Washington, street from eighty to 100 
feet. A number of protesting prop- 
erty-owners appeared and urged their 
objections, but the Council took the 
view that the proposed improvement 
would on the whole be beneficial. As. 


- the street will become>»a portion of the 


proposed fine driveway to Santa Mon- 
ica, it was argued that all property 
fronting upon it will be materially en- 
hanced in value, 

During the afternoon session the con- 
tract and bond of the W. C. Furrey 
Company for supplying the city with 
5000 feet of fire hose were presented for 
approval. Under the provisions of the 
charter, six votes are required for the 
approval of any contract calling for 
the expenditure of public money. Only 
five votes were cast_in the affirmative 
on the proposition to approve the Fur- 
rey contract, four Councilmen voting 
against it. The matter is, therefore, 
still undecided. 

A motion was made‘and carried di- 
recting the City Attorney to prepare 
an amendment to the hitching ordi- 
nance, exempting Main street from the 
prohibitions of the ordinance and per- 
mitting teams and vehicles to stand 
for twenty minutes. It is very ques- 
tionable whether these proposed 
amendments will finally be adopted, 
and in the mean time the ordinance 
continues in force as originally enacted. 

A petition was presented, with -sev- 
eral thousand signatures, asking that 
the Council call a special election for 
the purpose of voting upon the issue of 
bonds with which to build an entirely 
new water system for the city. C. C. 
Wright, Esq., addressed the Council, 
urging that the prayer of the petition 
be granted. It was referred to the 
Water Supply Committee. 

The Council voted the allowance of 
monthly payments to three charitable 
institutions, after a protracted debate. 


MORNING SESSION, 


Petition Presented for a Water- 
bond Election. 

A petition was presented by C. C. 
Wright, Esq:, soon after the Council 
was called to order. The petition had 
a long list of signatures, said to be 
8000 or $000 in number. The petition was 
as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, taxpayers and 
voters of the city of Los Angeles, 
knowing that your honorable body has 
done everything in your power to bring 
about municipal ownership of the wa- 
ter system of the city of Los Angeles; 
that you have gone to very great ex- 
pense to ascertain the value of the old 
plant, now owned by the Los Angeles 
City Water Company, and to have 
plans for an entirely new system for 
this city; that you have offered the said 
water company the price fixed by the 
city’s engineers, and also $103,000 for 
incidentals, which amount the City 
Water Company has refused to accept; 

“Then, in order to bring about a 

speedy settlement your honorable body 
has offered to submit the purchase of 
said plant to arbitration, and that such 
offer has been ignored by the water 
company, and that the excuses offered 
by them to the City Council have 
caused innumerable delays, and much 
valuable time has been lost on the eve 
of the termination of the lease with the 
City Water Company, and that the 
time will expire few months. 
. “Now, we ask your honorable body 
to at once take the necessary steps for 
calling a bond election to build an en- 
tirely new Water system for the city 
of Los Angeles, sufficient in size to fur- 
nish the inhabitants of the city of Los 
Angeles with an ample supply of water 
for fire and domestic purposes.” 

Mr. Wright read from the platforms 
adopted by each of the three political 

rties in the last city campaign dec- 
arations in favor of municipal owner- 
ship of the plant. He alluded to the

company showed a plain disposition to 

ignore all propositions of arbitration.

UNTIMELY LIBERALITY. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
recommending a monthly allowance of 
$15 each to the Day Nursery, the 
Settlement Association and the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Aid Society called forth an 
explanation and protest from Toll. He 
said that for the first time he was,not 
in accord with the report of the Fi- 
nance Committee. Though the organi- 
zations named were undoubtedly 


worthy of aid and encouragement, the 


Council had no right, in his opinion, to 
spend the public funds in such a man- 
ner, when the revenues were certain 
to be insufficient for the necessary ex- 
penses. He challenged any member of 
the Council to show how the mpney 
could be spared. The practice of spend- 
ing money lavishly in the first nine 
months of the year and then forcing 
the city’s employés to work on reduced 
salaries during the last three months, 
he roundly denounced as ‘“‘villainous.’’ 
The startling statement was made that 
at the present rate of expenditure and 
with the unusual expenses already in 
the city would run behind at 
least $40,000 during the year. 

This protest met with scant con- 
sideration. 

Mathuss said that he had been try- 
ing for weeks to secure an allowance 
for these organizations. He spoke of 
the benevolent work in which they are 
engaged, and urged that they should 
receive support from the city. Other 
Councilmen spoke in the same vein. 

Seeing that he was in a hopeless 
minority, Toll not only abandoned his 
opposition, but moved that the sums 
allowed be $50 a month to the Settle- 
ment Association and $20 to each of the 
others. The motion was carried. 

On Toll's motion a monthly allowance 
of $25 was made to the Free Dispen- 
sary in addition to the amount that 
has: previously been allowed. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

The City Attorney presented con- 
tracts and bonds for supplying the 
City Jail with meat and bread. They 
were referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee. The contract with the four en- 
gineers retained as experts in the water 
suit was approved. 

On motion by Grider the Council di- 
rected that hereafter the paved streets 
shall noi be sprinkled after 3 p.m. 
The reason given is that if sprinkled 
late in the afternoon the streets re- 
main wet and muddy during the even- 
ing and cannot be properly swept. 

A communication was received from 
L. A. W. Carver asking that an elec- 
tric light and power franchise be ad- 
vertised for sale. It was referred to 
committee. 

The time for completing improve- 
ments on Little Rock avenue was ex- 
tended to December 10. 

BIDS FOR SEWER WORK. 

The following proposals were re- 
ceived for sewering Twenty-eighth 
street from Figueroa street to a point 
165 feet west of the westerly line of 
Grand avenue: Per linéal foot for 
sewer complete, C. L. Powell, 469-10 
cents; M. Perak.

ROULEVARD TO THE SEA, |. 


Protests Against - Widening West 
Washington Street Overruled, 
The first business to occupy the Coun- 
cil at the afternoon session was the 
consideration of protests against the 
proposed widening of Washington 
street between Hoover street and the 

west city boundary. 

Max Hoffman, Robert Marley, M. F.’ 
Mooney, Mrs. Sarah E. Foster, Prof. 
Crowe, representing the Rosedale Cem- 
etery Association, and others strongly 
opposed to the improvement. They de- 
clared that there was no necessity for 
widening the street; that it would se- 
riously damage their property, and 
that the scheme was gotten up in the 
interest of persons owning no property 
on the part of Washington _ street 
which it was proposed to widen. 

Cc. B. Dixon spoke in favor of widen- 
ing the street. He said that this street 


is a main artery of travel in the south- 


western part of the city, and should be 
a part of a magnificent boulevard to 
the ocean. Such a boulevard should 
extend from Figueroa street to Santa 
Monica. 

Dixon was repeatedly interrupted by 
Robert Marley and their debate became. 
so warm that they were several times 
called to order. 

Toll commented briefly on the objec- 
tions that had been made, and took the 
ground that the benefits resulting from 
the proposed improvement would far 
exceed any damages resulting from it. 

This view was shared by the other 
Councilmen, and the protest was unan- 
imously denied. 


‘“FLOWER-STREET GRADE TO BE 


CHANGED. 

Mathuss moved the adoption of the 
ordinance presented last week, chang- 
ing the grade of Flower street between 
Fourth and Sixth streets, so as to pre- 
vent the accumulation of storm water. 
Frank Coulter, a property-owner, urged 
the adoption of the ordinance. 

President Silver said that he under- 
stood there were legal objections to the 
ordinance, and he. must therefore vote 
against it. His was the only dissenting 
vote. however, and the ordinance was 
adopted. 

OLIVERA-STREET FRANCHISE. 

H. A. Barclay presented an ordi- 
nance, which he requested the Coun- 
cil to pass. It provided that the Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles Electric Railway 
Company be permitted to lay a branch 
or switch on Olivera street, from Macy 
to Marchessault streets, for the pur- 
poses of handling express and mail 
matter. Mr. Barclay said that the 
property-owners had consented that 
the track should be laid. 

Nickell opposed any immediate ac- 
tion, and said that he believed the com- 
pany purposed to handle freight over 
the switch. He said that he was cred- 
ibly informed that the Pasadena elec- 
tric road was to be transformed into a 
freight road.

The Council also adopted an ordi- 
nance granting permission to property- 
owners on Grattan street between 
Ninth street and the south line of Mrs.

The City Engineer also reported as 
follows: 

“I have estimated the cost of grading 
Howard street between Macy street 
and Aliso street as follows: Grade, 
gravel and redwood curb, 50 cents per 
front foot. This amount is not suffi- 
cient to allow of the work.being done 
under the bond act.” 

STORM DRAINAGE. 

A supplementary report pre- 
sented by the City Engineer outlining a 
system of storm drainage for Twenty- 
ninth street and Griffith avenue, the 
cost being estimated at $773.40. 

_A motion that the City Engineer pre- 
pare specifications for the work brought 
outa protest from Toll. He thought 
that the problem of storm drainage 
should be taken up as a whole. If done 
piecemeal it must be paid for out of 
the city's ordinary revenues. The 
proper method would be to adopt a 
comprehensive system for the entire 
city and let it be paid for by a bond is- 
sue. The funds raised for ordinary 
running expenses should not be used 
for such purposes. 

Grider, who conceives it to be his 
chief duty as a Councilman to oppose 
everything that Toll advocates, could 
see no reason why the _ specifications 
should not be prepared, even’ though 
the Council did not propose to order the 
work, and he therefore urged the adop- 
tion of the motion. 

Toll replied that the City Engineer's 
office is already flooded with work, and 
that it was folly to pile on more, unless 
necessary. 

The motion was carried and another 
unnecessary piece of labor was imposed 
upon the City .Engineer’s department, 
which is already behind hand with its 
work. Later in the session a motion by 
Toll that the City Engineer prepare 
plans, specifications and estimates for 
a complete storm-drainage system for 
the entire city was adopted. 

THE FIRE-HOSE CONTRACT. 

The Finance Committee presented a 
report upon the bond offered by the 
W. C. Furrey Company for the fire- 
hose contract. The committee reported 
merely that the sureties offered were 
satisfactory, but made no recommend- 
ation as to the approval of the con- 
tract. 

Nickell moved that the bond be ap- 
proved.

AN UNSATISFACTORY JOB. 


Property-owners Object to Street 
Contractor Hannon’s Work. 

The following protest was filed yes- 
terday morning: 

“We, the undersigned property-own- 
ers fronting on Central avenue, hereby 
protest against accepting the work re- 
cently done on the said street by F. C. 
Hannon, south of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, for the following reasons: 

“First—The gravel will not average 
over 6% inches in thickness, when it 
should be 8 inches. 

“Second—The gravel is full of large- 
sized boulders, projecting above the 
surface of the street, when there should 
be no stone larger than two inches, ac- 
cording to specifications. 

“Third—The surface of the street is 
very uneven in many places. 

“Fourth—The curb will not average 
more than 15 or 16 inches in height, 
when it should be 18 inches, and is not 
12 inches in thickness at the bottom, as 
it should be. We also find the curb 
cracked in may places and a poor job 
of patching done to cover up the de- 
fects. The sidewalk is cracked about 
every fifteen of twenty feet apart, and 
has a-loose and hollow sound where 
these cracks occur. Where the cement 
work has been found broken, the mate- 
rial does not appear to be what it 
should be for the work intended; it is 
brittle and rotten, and of no strength. 

“Fifth—The granite in the crosswalks 
has never been dressed in any manner, 
and is laid in a very rough and un- 
workmanlike manner. They are a nui- 
sance in many places. 

“We most respectfully call your at- 
tention to the above facts, and kindly 
ask you to investigate them, and take 
such action as in your judgment will 
do justice to all concerned.”

“WHO IS GRIFFITH?” 


‘ONE OF BIRD’S ATTORNEYS ASKS 


FOR INFORMATION.

Arguments Commenced in the Forg- 
ery Case—Judge Smith Insists 
That the Case Be Submitted to 
the Jury Today. 


Whether Richard A. Bird, charged 
with having forged the signature of G. 
J. Griffith to checks on the First Na- 
tional Bank, will serve a term in 
State’s prison or be released from cus- 
tody by the Sheriff, acquitted of the 
crime, will probably be known by to- 


“—"The last bit of evidettce én the Case 
was submitted yesterday forenoon, and 
at 1:30 o’clock the opening argument 
for the prosecution was begun by Al- 
exander Campbell, Esq., who addressed 
the jury for over two hours. J. 8S. 
Copeland, Esq., associate counsel for 
the defense, followed, occupying less 
than an hour in his argument. 

Four witnesses were placed on the 
stand for the defense yesterday fore- 
noon, the testimony of two only hav- 
ing direct bearing upon the genuine- 
ness of the signatures on the checks al- 
leged to have been forged. 

Robert Wankowski, a teller for the 
State Loan and Trust Company, stated 
on the stand that Mr. Griffith had been 
doing business with institution, 
and he had taken particular pains to’ 
familiarize himself’ with Mr. Griffith’s 
signature. Three checks bearing Grif- 
fith’s signature and paid by Wankowski 
were submitted to the witness. He 
believed the signatures to be genuine. 

Attorney Pendleton interrupted by 
stating that Mr. Griffith, while on the 
stand, had pronounced one Of these 
checks to be a forgery; as to the other 
two he was in doubt. 

The six checks ‘on the First National 
Bank introduced by the _ prosecution 
and alleged to: have been forged, were 
submitted to the witness. 

“I believe that every one of those 
checks bears the genuine signature of 
Mr..Griffith,’”’ said Wankowski. “I would 
honor a check signed the same as one 
of these at any time, provided Mr. 
Griffith had an account at our bank.” 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams produced 
two checks—one alleged to have been 
forged and one admitted to be genuine 
—and asked the witness if he detected 
any difference in the character of the 
hand-writing. 

“There is a difference,’’ was the re- 
ply, “but I‘ believe that both checks 
were signed by the same man.” 

Photographs of the signatures on the 
two checks, which had been enlarged, 
were then submitted to the witness, 
but the court, in response to an Ob- 
jection, ruled that the photographs 
were not admissable, upon technical 
grounds. 

Cc. W. Pendleton, Esq., associate 
counsel for the defense, took the stand 
to testify concerning an examination 
of the checks in evidence by Expert 
Sevier, who pronounced six of the 
checks to be forgeries on Friday last. 
Upon Pendleton’s invitation Sevier ex- 
amined the signatures in the back 
room of a Spring-street saloon a week 
ago. Pendleton testified that Sevier at 
that time selected seven checks, the 
signatures to which he believed to be 
not genuine. 

“I was surprised at his statement,”’ 
said Pendleton, ‘‘for, at the preliminary 
examination Mr. Griffith testified that 
he had discovered eight forgeries in the 
same batch that I submitted to Mr. 
Sevter. I was still more’ surprised 
when Mr. Sevier took the stand yes- 
terday and selected only six checks 
from the lot which he ‘believed had 
been forged.” 

Attorney Campbell confined his state- 
ments in the opening argument prin- 
cipally to alleged motives on Bird's 
part to commit the forgeries charged 
against him, dwelling at length upon 
Bird’s visit to the Canary cottage in 
company with the Montez woman, his 
threats to commit suicide, the burning 
of several checks, Bird’s fast life as a 
man about town, and soon. 

“Why did Carmen Montez lock Bird 
in her room and go to see Mr. Griffith? 
She has admitted that she went to 

lead with Mr. Griffith not to prosecute 

ird for the forgeries he ‘had com- 
mitted. Bird told her while they were 
on their way to the road-house that 
he had been accused of forgery by Mr. 
‘Griffith, who denies positively that he 
ever intimated a ,suspicion of any 
crocked work having.been. done; in 
fact, Mr. Griffith had denied that he 
suspected that there was anything 
wrong until several days after Bird 
said he had been accused. There is 
something about this circumstance, 
gentlemen, which justifies an honest 
suspicion.”

have, during the trial and in. their 
opening argument, attempted to make 
it appear that it was necessary for. 
the defense to establish the innocence 
of the defendant, rather than that the 
prosecution should proye him, beyond 
doubt, to be guilty. 

“Mr. Campbéll seems to have lost 
sight of the main issue, and holds the 
defendant to account for alleged im- 
moral conduct. He absolutely evades 
anv auestion concerning the alleged 
forgery. Why? The weakness of 
the evidence for the prosecution should 
Satisfy every member of this jury. 

“Who is this man Griffith? He says 
he first employed Bird to take charge 
of his office work, to serve for two 
hours each day at a compensation of 
$75; that he allowed Bird to serve. other 
business men in such capacity as he 
Saw fit, and that he was.enabled to 
secure between $300 and $400 a month. 
Griffith goes on the stand and denies 
statements previously made by him at 
the preliminary examination. At that 
time he admitted that ne didn’t know 
his own signature, and that he had 
never suspected Bird of any crooked- 
ness until weeks after the date of the 
alleged forgery. On the evening of 
August 30, nearly two weelis after the 
$200 check in controversy had been 
cashed, Griffith told a newspaper re- 
porter that he did not believe Bird 
had robbed. him, -because -he had al- 
wavs kept his. accounts too carefully 
and too straight. 

“Why does he appear so anxious to 
have Bird sent to the State’s prison 
now? Well, I can explain it. Griffith 
knows that if Bird is convicted of for- 
zerv he will have a possible show of 
recovering some $1200 from the First 
National Bank—that’s atl. 

“Why did he insist upon Judge 
Campbell associating himself with the 
District Attorney to prosecute this 
case? Was it because ne believed the 
District Attorney incompetent .to try 
unassisted _@ cOmmon case in which

“One more word in connection with 
Griffith and I’m done. The other day, 
while he was on the stand, he told a 
big string of stuff avout Detective 
Bradish visiting his office in search of 
a counterfeit $50 greenback, which 
Bird was said to, have drawn’ from 
the bank that morning—the 19th—on 
the $200 check. 
examination, Griffith was positive that 
the detective came to his office about 
12 o’clock. The other day. he swore 
upon the stand that it was 2 o’clock 
when Bradish ‘called. When we 
pointed out to him the fact that his 
testimony as to' the hour did not agree, 
he said with astounding frankness that 
he changed the’hour so that his testi- 
mony would not conflict with that of 
other witngsses.

~PASADENA, Nov. 22. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The City Trustees metin regular 
session this afternoon, with President Hart- 
well in the chair, and all present but Trustee 
Patten. 
' The first matter brought up was the con- 
tract for lighting the city the coming year. 
City Attorney Arthur reported that, in ac- 
cordance with a law passed by the last Legis- 
lature, regular specifications would have to 
be issued for the contracts for city lighting 
next year. He reported that such speCcfica- 
tions could be ready by the next meeting, and 
in the interim the electric light company 
had agreed to continue to furnish light on 
the present basis. . 

An additional petit‘on, bearing the names 
of thirty-six citizens who had not signed the 
petition presented last week, asking the ap- 
pointment of Ernest B. Hoag as city bac- 
teriologist, was presented and filed. It was 
the opinion of the members of the board that 
such an office was not a necessity at the 
present time, and that such an appointment 
would not be advisable, ani a motion to that 
effect was carried. 

Warrants amounting to $4876.05 and interest 
amounting to $171.48 wer: ordered drawn. 

A. petition representing 2814 feet frontage 
out of 3900 feet, requesting that Cypress ave- 
nue, between the northwest line of Orange 
Grove avenue and the Terminal Railway 
right-of-way, be graded to the official grade, 
was referred to the Committee on Streets, as 
no street had as yet been dedicated to the 


city. 
TO OPEN A STONE QUARRY. 


The Terminal Railroad officials are nego- 
tiating with contractors to grade about two 
miles of track, from above the pumping sta- 
tion at Devil’s Gate to and along the edg 
the Arroyo to Millard’s Cafion, and into the 
cafion to a large ledge of rock. This spur 
will be abont two miles in length, and the 
surface stone will be used in building levees 
in the Los Angeles River for the protection 
of the Terminal tracks. The work will be 
begun at once, and it is understood that the 
contract will be let next Wednesday. It is 
believed that below the surface the stone is 
suitable for building purposes, and experts 
assert that the surface indications point to 
an exceptionally fine quality of building and 
block granite. 

NOT A TRAMP.

REPORT CONFIRMED THAT SAILORS 
; WERE KILLED BY INDIANS. 


Sunday Sports at the Park—Rev. 
George 8. Keithley Called to 
Coronado—Theosophists Coming. 
Fishing Business Lively—Troops 
to Be Transferred, 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 22.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] There is now no doubt about the 
death of Capt. Porter and the sailor, John 
Johnson, of this city,. at the hands of the 
Ceris Indians at Tiburon. A letter was re- 
ceived here by Miss J. M. Cook, proprietor 
of ‘a curio store in which Capt. Porter was 
interested, giving the result of an investiga- 
tion that has been made by the Mexican 
government. The letter is as follows: 

“GUAYMAS (Mex.,) Nov. 17, 1897.—Dear 
Sirs: I have received your favor of November 
5, in which you ask me concerning the fate 
of Capt. George D. Porter and John Johnson, 
who cruised along the coast in the junk 
World. 

_“A number of days ago the news was re- 
ceived that these sailors had landed at 
Tiburon Island, and had been killed by the 
Ceris Indians. This news came to the knowl- 
edge of the government, which sent an ex- 
pedition of war to the island to investigate 
as to its truth. This expedition returned to- 
day, and, unfortunately, brings confirmation 
of the news of the assassination of the 
Americans referred to. The expedition brings 
back part of the boat burned by the In- 
dians, some pieces of clothing and papers, 
all pertaining to the unfortunate sailors. 

“It is not exactly known how Porter and 
Johnson fell into the hands of the Indians, 
nor could the expedition find their bodies. 
Their death was learned here with much re- 
great. This being all the information I have 
regarding this unfortunate occurrence Ea 
main, yours truly L. A. MARTINEZ.

IMPORTANT LEGAL DOCUMENT 
PLACED ON RECORD. 


One Hundred Acres for Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars—Land Tribu- 
tary to the Sugar-beet Factory. 
St. Paul Episcopal Church Con- 
secrated—County Taxes, 


VENTURA, Nov. 22—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Immediately after the Auditor's office 
was opened for business this morning, To- 
land & Andrews, as attorneys for Henry T. 
Oxnard, filed four important documents in 
regard to the sugar factory. 

The first was an option, which grants 
Henry T. Oxnard the privilege of selecting 
4000 acres from any part of the 8000 acres 
owned by Charles E. Etting, for the price 
of $3 per acre; upon delivery of the deed $8 
per acre to be paid, balance in three equal 
installments, with interest at 6 per cent. 

The second was a notification to Etting 
that Oxnard would, in accordance with the 
terms of contract, exercise bis power in re- 
gard to 3000 acres. 

The third was a notification that Oxnard 
would exercise his power in regard to the 
remaining 1000 acres. . 

The fourth was a deed from Thomas A. 
Rice to Henry T. Oxnard, for and in consider- 
ation of $250 per acre, aggregating the sum 
of $25,000, conveying 100 acres of land, known 
as a part of the J. Y. Savier’s tract. 

This $25,000 which Oxnard paid to Rice 
for the factory site; will be reimbursed to 
Oxnard by the beet-growers, in accordance 
with the, contracts signed, which gives Ox- 
nard authority to retain out of the moneys 
due from beets delivered an amount of not 
to exceed 10 cents per ton, the same to be used 
in forming a fund to reimburse in full who- 
ever may guarantee the 1(0-acre factory site,

The step-daughter charges McDonald 
with having committed the assault 
upon her in September last, and de- 
clares that she is about to become a 
mother as a result. | | 

McDonald left Downey Saturday last 
and his whereabouts are,unknown. He 
is described as a large man, weighing 
about two hundred pounds and not 
more than 25 years of age. | 

Deputy Sheriff White went to 
Downey -yesterday to -invest@ate the 
matter. He found that McDonald had 
left the country by a southerly route, 
his course being traced for several 
miles by his tracks, which finally led 
to the railroad track and could not be 
traced further. 

McDonald has been living upon a 
small ranch near Downey with his wife 
and step-daughier for several years. 
He had borne a good reputation in the 
community until a month ago, when it 
was rumored that his step-daughter 
had been outraged by him. Neighbors 
declare that at first the reports were 
discredited: But when the girl finally 
visited a local officer and swore out a 
complaint against the man, the charge 
was believed by many to be true; and 
a search was made for McDonald, 


who had fled immediately after the: 


warrant for his arrest had been issued. 
Searching parties were sent into the 
neighboring hills, and the Marshal at 
Downey came to this city to notify the 
Sheriff. 

All the officers along the line between 
Los Angeles and San Diego and Yuma 
have been notified to arrest McDonald, 
whose description as been for- 
warded. 

When he left Downey he wore a 
blue ‘jumper’ and overalls and an old 
straw hat. McDonald is described as 
a dignified-appearing darky, with broad 
shoulders and a small moustache.

Judge Wellborn of the United States 
Court has issued a decree fixing the 
ownership of the Rand group of mines. 

The property reverts to the original 
discoverers, Messrs. Singleton, Mooers 
and Burcham. Articles of incorpora- 
tion have been filed with the Secretary 
of the State of Nevada under the cor- 
porate name of the “Yellow Aster Min- 
ing and Milling Company.” The com- 
pany has thought best to change the 
name from the Rand Mining Company, 
which was originally given to it by 
the discoverers. when they were the 
only people on the ground, because 
the name has been appropriated by 
other companies, who have issued 
stock now commonly known as “‘three 
for a nickel scrip,’ which possibly may 
have misled the public into believing 
that they had some connection with 
the original Rand group. 

The Yellow Aster Company comprise 
all of the 18 mines in that group and 
no other. These mines have paid 5 
per cent. dividends on a million dollars 
the past year, besides the expenses of 
new machinery and litigation.

HAY BURNED. 


THIRTY THOUSAND BALES DE- 
STROYED BY FIRE. 


The_ Price of Hay in Southern Cali- 
fornia Will Probably Be In- 
fluenced One Dollar a Ton, 


‘ONE HOUSE ALSO DESTROYED. 


TWENTY-TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS 
WENT UP IN FLAMES. 


Farmers of Southern California the 
Greatest Losers—Los Angeles Hay 
Storage and Milling Company’s 
Warehouse Burned. 


The warehouse of the Los Angeles 
Hay Storave and Milling Company was 
destroyed by fire last night. The resi- 
dence of W. W. Lord, the president of 
the concern, was also totally destroyed. 
The entire loss will aggregate nearly 
$22,000, and the vrice of hay in South- 
ern California will probably be intlu- 
enced to the extent of $1 per ton. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
is thought to have been the work of 
tramps. The warehouse waé}a mon- 
ster barn at the corner of Lemon and 
Bay streets. The first notice of the 
fire was given by Mrs. Metge, who lives 
with ner husband and one child at Ne. 
925 Lemon street. She was awakened 
about 10:30 o'clock by the heat and 
crechiing of the flames. An alarm was 
turned in, but nothing could be done to 
save either the warehouse or the resi- 
dence of W.° W. Lord, which adjoined 
the south side of the barn, and the fire- 
men devoted, therefore, 
to saving the house at No. 928 Lemon 
street, which was threatened. This 
house steamed, 
the heat of the furnace-like pyramid 
of hay from which the barn soon 
burned away, leaving the bales to roll 
and tumble in flery masses. 

The heat was so intense that no one 
was able to approach within a limit of 
200 yards, and the firemen were com- 
pelled to constantly change about in 
their labor of throwing water on adja- 
cent buildings. The 2600 tons of burn- 
iny hay, packed tightly in bales, lit up 
the scenea nd weirdly illuminated the 
spectators. It resembled a huge pyra- 
mid of intense heat, from the top. of 
which bales of the burning hay would 
occasionally roll to the ground, starting 
in their descent other bales, until the 
whole side would appear to be a tum- 
bling mass of fire. The outer coating 
burned away, the flames would take 
hold of the fresh material, and in this 
way, jn layers, as it were, the entire 
stock of hay burned slowly and ma- 


jestically away. 


The house of W. W. Lord did not 
burn so slowly. It was a small wooden 
structure and the flames made short 
work of it. All of the furniture was 
saved, however, and the loss will not 
amount to over $750, fully insured. Mr. 
Lord moved to No. 2901 South Hope 
street two weeks ago because of the 
neighborhood being infected with diph- 
theria, from a.possible contraction of 
: — he wished to protect his child- 


ay 2600 tons of hay, nearly thirty 
thousand bales, were destroyed. Three 
hundred tons were owned by the stor- 
age company, which is composed of

property of farmers who had. stored 
their hay with the company, and on 
these the greater loss will fall. The 
storage company was insured, carrying 
$15,000 worth of insurance on the hay 
and $3000 insurance on the building. 
Many of the farmers had also insured 
against loss by fire, but the majority 
of them had obtained loans on their 
hay, and the banks will levy on the 
insurance companies for the _§ full 
amount of insurance. 

Long after midnight the large com- 
mon opposite the burning hay was 
peopled with hundreds of spectators. 
Carriages lined the streets in the vicin- 
ity of the fire, and the cab-drivers did 
a rushing business. D. P. Flory, the 
general manager, expressed the opinion 
last night that the price of hay would 
be influenced in Southern California 
at least $1 a ton, as more hay was 
stored in the warehouse than in all 
other warehouses in and about Los An- 
geles combined. Many of the specta- 
tors, not realizing the extent of the 
loss, laughingly remarked that it was 
“only a hay stack.”’ Nevertheless they 
lingered to watch it burn.
